REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


J.—On PusuicaTions. 


Your committee on publications respectfully submit the following report: It is not 
very hard for the most of us to ‘‘give attendance to reading.’ In these days the question 
is not so much, ‘‘Shall I read,’’ but rather, ‘*What shall I read?”’ 

' Rationalism is the spirit of the age, and pervades modern literature to an alarming 
extent. Tennyson was more of a prophet than he knew when he wrote, ‘‘For these are the 
new dark ages, you see, of the popular press.’’ Rationalism is the expression of doubt, and 
fatalism isrationalism ultimated. It is sad to find that so few of the great popular authors 
are safe to follow by one who would attain to the highest and best mental, moral and 
spiritual culture. Shelley, the English poet, once walked into an inn and wrote his name 
in the visitors’ book, adding, as though it were a title of glory, ‘‘democrat, philanthropist, 
atheist!’’ George Eliot while yet a young woman passed out of the warm faith of evan- 
gelical Christianity to the cold embrace of rationalism. Of the three great cardinal truths: 
God, immortality and duty, she declared the first inconceivable, the second unbelievable, , 
and the third peremtory and absolute as of inevitable fate.. Carlyle was openly and 
avowedly sceptical, while Emerson veiled his agnosticism in subtle and insidious phrases. 

Zola, the French novelist, for whose books there has been such a demand that enough 
have been printed to make a pile as high as Hiffel’s Tower, has written a book called ‘‘The 
Human Beast.’’ The last chapter is a picture of a railroad train, loaded with soldiers, rush- 
ing into the blackness of midnight, with the engineer sitting at the throttle, dead. The 
interpretation is simple. The track is fate; the world is the train ; weare the freight ; death 
is the midnight gloom; God is the engineer ; and—he is dead! ‘And so Tennyson describes 
the soliloquy of one who has parted company with faith, in the following words: 

““Q) we poor orphans of nothing—alone on that lonely shore— 

Born of the brainless nature who knew not that which she bore! 

Trusting no longer that earthly would be heavenly fruit— 

Come from the brute, poor souls—no souls—and to die with the brute 

* * x * x * * 

Why should we bear withan hour of torture, a moment of pain, 

“If every man die for ever, if all his griefs are in vain; 

And the homeless planet at length will be wheel’d thro’ the silence of space, 

Motherless evermore of an ever vanishing race, 

When the worm shall have writhed its last, and its last brother-worm will have fied 

From the dead fossil skull of an earth that is dead?”’ 

Es Again we repeat, rationalism is the expression of doubt, and fatalism is rationalism 
ultimated. These are the legitimate results of the teaching that man is coordinate with 
nature, and a product of the past. ‘“‘If we are to regard our ancestors as being descendants 
of tailless apes, and they of finless amphibians, and they of ciliated larvae, and they of 
senseless monerons,and they of God only knows what,’’ what else can be expected than that 
men will be shut up to the inexorableness of fate? Repudiate divine sovereignty and chain 
the freedom of the will at the forge of evolutionism, and the legitimate product will be a 
creature or thing who regards himself as a material atom, exalted by mentality above the 
brutes around him, running in a groove which he cannot alter, and whose end will be, he 
knows not what. 

Hence with this dangerous and deadly microbe lurking in so much of the literature of 
the day the question is again raised, What shall we read? Above all else—the Bible. It 
contains some of the finest descriptive passages found in the realm of literature, ancient or 
modern. Its simple pathos, pleasing metaphors, delightful imagery, and faithful delinea- 
tion of human nature are an intellectual feast. And for its revelations of moral and 
spiritual truths which alone can bless and save humanity, the Bible is indispensable. It 
reveals our origin, nature, duty and destiny. It unfolds the character of God. Its pages 
‘scintillate with the rays of hope. It is inexhaustable in its depth of riches; a loadstone for 
the sinner ; a guide-book for the pilgrim; and the bread of comfort for the afflicted. Read 
it! Study it! Feed upon it; revel in it; so shall we be filled with the spirit of wisdom and 
haye an understanding in the things we need most to know. 
~~ Much may be learned by reading history, for history is but the finger marks of God in 
molding and fashioning the nations of clay in the fulfilment of the divine plan. To some 
there is nothing more fascinating or engrossing than history. We venture the opinion that 
if our young people were taught to read such books as John Lord’s “Beacon Lights of 
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History’’ there would be less taste for much of the questionable literature of the day. Then 
there are scientific writers whose productions are instructive and reverent. We mention 
Hugh Miller, Winchell, Mitchell and Steele. Some say they have no taste for such read- 
ing—it is too heavy. Let the taste be acquired then, for very often we like what we choose 
to like. Then religious books must form a very important part of our reading. Their 
number is well nigh legion, but all are not conducive to correctness of doctrine and the 
consequent development of spiritual life.. We do not regard such writers as Pierson, 
Meyer, Murray, etc., as safe for our people. While we do not question for a moment their 
piety, their teachings are not in harmony with our doctrines. We believe, ‘‘A Symposium 
on Holiness,’’ ‘‘Holiness Teachinys,’’ ‘‘Fishers of Men’’ are excellent and should be read 
and studied by all. The field of religious biography is a fertile: one, yielding abundant 
harvests of helpful thoughts to the tillers of its soil. We would name the ‘“‘Life of Red- 
field’? and of ‘‘B. T. Roberts.’’ While the latter’is well worth our reading we confess to a 
feeling of disappointment in regard to it. It does not seem to us to give its subject justice. 
We trust that the time will soon come when some one gifted with spiritual vision, and an 
analytical mind, will dip his pen in holy oil, and give to the church a biography worthy of 
the memory of that gifted man, a biography which will give us an analysis of B. T. Roberts 
as a man, a preacher, a leader, a reformer, and that will place his name in the gallery of 
history together with the Wesleys, Whitfield and Asbury. : 
Finally we come to the religious press. Whatever of good or bad there may be in other 
papers, we thank God for the Free Methodist. We note with intense satisfaction the in- 
creasing merit of the paper, both in subject matter and mechanical make-up. The ability 
of the special contributors of the last few months is of an unusually high order. The 
articles of E. P. Hart are thrilling in their interest and are a great source of blessing. The 
editorials are up to the usual high standard of excellence and worthy of their gifted and 
scholarly writer. We deplore exceedingly the non-committal policy of the paper with 
reference to prohibition. However strongly the editor may be opposed to the liquor traffic 
on general principles, the silence of the editorial voice the past two years on the prohibi- 
tion question, is certainly indicative of the fact that the editor is not a third party prohibi- 
tionist at heart. With aclean, wholesome paper in the front rank of all legitimate reforms, 
we regret exceedingly this sign of weakness with reference to the greatest reform of all. 
The Earnest Christian is a helpful and spiritual monthly, worthy of the support of our 
people. Our Sunday-school supplies are excellent—the best published we believe.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—On Pusticarions, 


The land is flooded with publications, good, bad, indifferent. It is very gratifying to 
know that in the midst of yellow journalism there are going forth many pages of clean, 
pure gospel, pages filled with words that burn, words that stir and quicken the conscience, 
words that enlighten the mind, words that gladden the soul. i 

Our heavenly Father by the mouth of his servants has faithfully warned us against bid- 
ding Godspeed the messenger who hyings a gospel other than the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. If it be dangerous to welcome to our households the bearer of an impure gospel, 
certainly he who brings into his home the weekly visitor containing the poison of hell 
merits the condemnation of the Lord and the disapprobation and condemnation of his fel- 
lows. When one peruses the pages of a Republican organ he has a right to expect the utter- 
ances contained to be in harmony with the principles and views held by the Republican 
party. Thus with a Democratic or a Populist organ. So when we peruse a professedly 
Christian paper we have a right to expect that it speak out clearly on the doctrines and 
practices of Christianity, that it contain no doubtful utterances, no compromising word 
concerning vital Christianity. 

We rejoice that we have a publishing house so ably managed, and that there is issuing 
forth therefrom such excellent periodicals. Our Sabbath-school papers are gems of neat- 
ness, and are full of choice reading well adapted to the minds and hearts of our children. 
The Quarterlies and Lesson Helps are choice indeed. Missionary Tidings is a neat, inter- 
ors sheet which no one who loves the heathen and desires their salvation can afford to be 
without. 

The Free Methodist, our denominational organ, is most ably edited, and certainly com- 
pares favorably with any similar periodical in point of matter and mechanical execution. 
We hail its weekly visits with delight. Inasmuch as the Free Methodist church has by the 
General Conference endorsed the Prohibition party we think that the Free Methodist should 
do likewise. While we respect and pray for our chief ruler, President Wm. McKinley, in 
view of his attitude on the army canteen and the social evil in Manila and his hobnobbing 
with the brewers and distillers of beer and whiskey, we would request the editor to refrain 
from at least a surplus of eulogies upon him. We would urge all our people to subscribe 
for the Free Methodist. It strikes us as certainly most inconsistent to neglect to take our 
excellent church paper and at the same time pay out money for the secular daily. 

We are confident that a Free Methodist paper published on the coast would be a most 
valuable agency in helping us to spread the gospel, and trust the time may not be far dis- 
tant when the church may feel warranted in publishing a Pacific coast Free Methodist. 
“Gladly, with the consent of the executive committee, would we join with our sister coast 
conferences in starting and helping to maintain such a paper. 

We rejoice at the appearing of that most excellent work, the life of our deeply lamented 
general superintendent, Rev. Benjamin T. Roberts, written by his son, Prof. B. H. Roberts, 
and would urge our people to purchase and place in their homes a copy of the same. We 
would give our most hearty endorsement to those excellent prohibition papers, the New 
Voice, so ably edited by John G. Wooley, and the California Voice, and advise our people 
to subscribe for the same. We would not forget that excellent little gospel herald, the 
Olive Branch. Send to Sister M. J. Everhart, 95 Desplaines Street, Ohicago, Illinois, for it, 
We still hold the Earnest Christian in high esteem. 

We fail to understand why we have to pay the large sum of forty cents per copy for our 
conference minutes, paper bound. We are desirous that the publishing house make good, 
fair profits, but we are convinced that the price is far too high and fear that the outcome of 
this will result in the annual conferences securing their own minutes published elsewhere. 
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II.—On ReErorms. 


Practical godliness is the result of a genuine religious experience. Christ ‘‘loved right- 
eousness and hated iniquity.’’ A Christian is ‘‘ready for every good work.’’ He is to make 
the world around him better and not wait for Christ to come to correct the evils of the day. 

* * * * * * * * * 


We regard the legalized liquor traffic as ‘‘The sum of all villainies,’’ the enemy of the 
home, the great barrier in the way of the spread of the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
the sin of the voting church. Therefore 

Resolved 1. That we would enter our Christian protest against the licensing of the 
saloon and prostitution in our foreign possessions, and the debauching of our old soldiers 
by the canteen. We call attention to the systematic lying indulged in by the war depart- 
ment and the leading journals of the country in reference to the increase of drunkenness 
and saloons since the canteens have been abolished. 

Resolwed 2. That our righteous indignation is stirred at the example set by a Methodist 
President traveling through the country with a special wine car attached to his train, and 
feel that the Christian sentiment of the country has been outraged by his bibulous habits 
and complete subservience to the liquor interests. 

Resolved 3. That we rejoice at the agitation and revival of public sentiment that has 
been aroused in Kansas and throughout the country by the sound of Mrs. Oarrie Nation’s 
hatchet. We sympathize with, and would pray for, this Deborah of the temperance hosts, 
and feel that she has come to the kingdom for such an hour as this. 

Resolved 4. That it is our conviction as a conference that it is the duty of every Free 
Methodist minister and layman to take no uncertain position on this question, but by voice 
and vote support the one political party that stands for righteousness.

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II.—ON EDUCATION. 


Your committee on education submit the following report: There never was, perhaps, 
an age when as much money and energy was expended on education as now. In fact 
there seems to be almost a mania in respect to education. And furthermore there never 

was an age when such a high premium was placed upon it as now, in the commercial, 

intellectual and religious world. Also we may say, without fear of contradiction, there 
“never was an age when it was so difficult to succeed on any line without an education as 
now. Education among all classes seems to be imperative. 


We are glad, however, to state that there never was a time when there were such oppor- 
tunities and facilities for securing an education as now. We are also pleased to note the 
interest that has been awakened in our denomination on this subject, and trust that a deeper 
awakening will yet characterize us in the not distant future. 


While what we have written is true we deplore the materialistic and immoral atmosphere 
often. found in our common and especially our city schools, where the Bible is looked upon 
asa back number, its teachings as dangerous, and where with contempt it is ruled out. 
We also deplore the unspiritual and carnal tendencies of many denominational and 
so-called religious schools, some of them fairly honey-combed with higher criticism, which 
is simply a morocco-bound and gilt-edged infidelity, many of the professors of these insti- 
tutions being evolutionists. They are evidently evolving, but in the wrong direction we 
fear. If weare compelled to send our children to such schools we do it with fear and 
trembling, knowing them to be mighty factors in moulding the sentiments and characters 
of the young. We are glad, however, to be able to call to your notice and recommend to 
your patronage our own schools, many of which are children of Providence and have been 
brought into existence, fostered and sustained at great sacrifice, toi] and earnest prayer ; 
schools where ‘“Holiness unto the Lord” and ‘Education for character’? are their mottoes ; 
where the sciences, art, music, classics and theology are taught by liberally educated, 
broad minded, pure hearted educators, who not only teach the young to seek first the king- 
_ dom of God and his righteousness, and to follow peace with all men, and holiness, without 
a: which no man can see God, but urge these truths upon them, and are capable of helping 
L them into the experiences the scriptures teach. These educators are not simply inter- 
; _ ested i in the development of the physical and the culture of the mental, but are also as 
_ thoroughly interested in the spiritual and immortal, and are LES a to prepare our 
- young not merely for lucrative positions, positions of affluence and influence, but for 
Christian citizenship, lives of self-sacrifice and toil for the purifying and elevation of 
a “society, and to go forth to exemplify and reflect the character of Him of whom it is writ- 

ten, ‘He did no sin, neither was guile found in his mouth;’’ and again, ‘‘He went about 

doing good.’’ For these schools we should pray and pay; and while the Goulds, Carnegies 
and Rockefellers are giving their thousands and millions to institutions less needy and 
_ worthy can we not do more to sustain and place our noble schools on a more solid financial 
basis? Would it not be a good idea for some of our good people whose earthly race is 
nearly run, and whom God has favored with the things of this world, to begin to administer 
their own estates pane living, and not re this to be done by less consecrated and

IIl.—ON REFORMS. 


All true reforms have their origin in a transformation of the heart, and a renewing of 
the mind by the Holy Ghost. The Bible requirements, our church standards and our prac- 
tice, place us naturally in the vanguard. of the reform forces to bear the first shock of battle. 
and continually present an invincible front to the powers of darkness. 

Our attitude as a church against all sin in general, and the more prominent evils: 
which destroy society in particular, is not occasional or spasmodic, but elemental and 


lasting. Our present work is therefore not to choose our position on the field of strife, but- 


to lay in stores both of grace and wisdom; increase through prayers and faith the effect- 
iveness of the weapons of our warfare, take on divine courage, improve our aim, and stand 
like the brave with our face to the foe. Our allies in this war of reform are a study. 

We will cooperate with our fellow citizens in the suppression of the liquor traffic 
through absolute prohibition in State and nation, for here we stand on common ground 
with them. In our stand against secret societies many of our auxiliaries in other reforms 
drop out of the ranks and even join those of the enemy. On the dress question they are 
still fewer, and even less courageous. 


We will join heartily in the movement against Sabbath desecration, which is increasing _ 


to an alarming extent in every form, even professed Christians following in this prevailing 
evil, We recommend that our preachers also warn their hearers against the tobacco habit. 
and especially the boys against the use of the cigarette. 


All outward reforms have ardent advocates even among the unconverted. We wish 


them great success, and will aid their efforts when wisely conducted. In the direct work 
of the salvation of souls our attitude must be quite otherwise. We cannot be responsible 


for union in revival services with those whose denominational standard is manifestly below — 


our own. We will not oppose the good they do, but we will not expose ourselves to the dan- 
ger of toning down. 

We should sedulously guard ourselves SETA the possession or manifestation of a 
wrong spirit in pushing forward these reforms. The advice, ‘‘Wherever you find a head, 
hit it,’? may have been the expression of much courage, but it is safe to say it was not 
accompanied by an equal amount of wisdom. We should be firm and heroic, yet gentle: 
and Christlike; warlike, not pugnacious; brave. not boastful; always preserving heavenly 
tempers, even an the fight is hottest.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Again we are called upon to chronicle the visitation of death in our ranks. 

Joseph O. Risheill, one of the oldest members of our body, will respond no more to 
our annual conference roll call. 

Brother Risheill was born near Pottsville, Schuylkill county, Pennsylvania, February 
3, 1828. He was brought to the Lord in early childhood and joined the Methodist Episce- 
pal church. In 1876 he united with the Free Methodist church and shortly afterward came 
to Kansas where he began preaching the gospel in 1881. He preached in Kansas and Col- 
orado most of the time since until his decease which occurred at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Walz, in ‘Russell county, Kansas, June 29, 1901. Waving his hand as his spirit was 
about to depart and be with Christ his last words were, ‘‘Allis right.’’ He leaves a wife, 
three daughters and one son to mourn their loss. 


“ Servant of God, well done! 

Thy glorious warfare’s past; 

The battle’s fought, the race is won, 
And thou art créwned at last ; 

Redeemed from earth and pain, 
Ah! when shall we ascend, 

And all in Jesus’ presence reign, 
With our translated friend ?”’ 


II.—ON SECRET SOCIETIES, 


We, your committee on secret societies, beg leave to make the following report: Secret 
societies are a great hindrance to the work of God. They are idolatrous in their teachings, 
and sacrilegious in their worship. Some of them exclude the name of Christ and do not — 
even recognize the Christian era. What is said of the leading ones, can be largely said of 
all. They have an influence over their subjects that is unaccountable only as we look at it 
under the dominion of sin. Ministers have been known to close revival services, and lay 
members have frequently been known to be absent from prayer meeting in order to attend — 
the lodge. Husbands have been taken from the sick bed on such occasions. Many have 
adopted the teachings of their order as their standard of religion. Many of their authors 
have declared that their tenets were sufficient to translate a man from earth to glory; and 
in their rituals all are delivered from eternal punishment and landed in glory. The most 
deplorable of all is the fact that societies of this kind are on the increase, and your 
committee desire to impress upon the members of this conference that this warfare is not 
against flesh and blood, but against principalities and powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high places. 


III.—ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


The influence of the Sunday-school is manifestly for the elevation and preservation of 
morals. An infidel living for thirty years in a community of New England stated that he 
had noticed that children and young people who attended Sunday-school were never 
among those sent from that section to the penitentiary for crime, or to jail for misconduct. 
We believe this is more generally the case than we are aware. Many parents who are not 
Christians recognize the beneficial influence of the Sunday-school and are anxious that 
their children should attend. But the moral influence of Sunday-schools should be sec- 
ondary only, as higher results should be our aim, viz.: salvation and evangelization. The 
word of God is a savor of life, ‘“The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul,” and 
this word used in the Sunday-school should be expected to produce practical and immedi- 
ate results. Convictions of right and duty should be born, and a regime of rules for con- 
duct should be formed. These results will ensue if the Sunday-school is what it is possible 
to make it. If the results are less than these, we should examine ourselves, our workers, 
our methods and our prayers. Our Sunday-school attendants make up a congregation to 
which spiritual ministry is both necessary and possible. We are in as much, or more dan- 
ger, from formality in the Sunday-school as in our other public meetings, and if we fail to 
recognize the Sunday-school as a mission field from which to recruit our church member- 
ship, we will suffer in future years. Ideals are, probably, hardly to be realized, but some-" — 
thing approaching them should be aimed at, expected and attained. ; 

Our officers and teachers should be the best and most spiritual available. and our liter- 
ature, that of our own churchpublications. We need a revival among the older people of 
our church in the matter of attendance upon and interest in the Sunday-school. In many 
places a few are left with the whole burden of management, teaching and support of the 
Sunday-school. Thisshould not be. Promptness in all the duties is essential to good 
work.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Your committee on publications submit the following report: We recognize the im- 
portance of pure reading, such as will be helpful to spiritual life. Religious papers and 
books should be like gospel sermons; containing nothing detrimental to spiritual life and 
growth. Pure literature is essential to pure character. That which people read goes a 
long way in determining what they are. The literature found in our homes should be in 
harmony with the principles we advocate. If we have unity and harmony in our borders it 
is because we are loyal to the various interests and institutions of the church to which we 
belong. We are very glad to note that so many of our people take our church paper, yet 
we realize that many more should take it. Therefore, we urge upon all, both ministers 
and laymen, to make a greater effort than ever before to put the church paper in every 
home and to warn the people in general of the danger of literature that does not harmon- 
ize with truth and righteousness. We heartily endorse the Karnest Christian. a magazine 
devoted to the spread of scriptural holiness. We are glad to know that our publishing in- 
terests are in a good financial condition and that nearly all our Sabbath schools are using 
our own publications. 


II.—ON EDUCATION. 


The subject of Christian education is not one of small import. We are not sufficiently 
awakened to the dangers that attend our children in the public schools. The impressions 
_ received and the bias given the mind in youth is overcome with difficulty, if at all, in later 
_ years. It is not enough for the child to receive intellectual and physicaltraining. Spiritual 
and moral development are essential to the securing the best good of the individual, of so- 


% 
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ciety, of the home and the church. Whatever the abuses of learning may be, all must rec- 
ognize the advantages and blessings of an education sanctified to God. We have examples: 
among the chosen of the Lord—instance: Moses, Paul, Luther, Wesley, Roberts. What-- 
ever will increase our usefulness in doing good to all men, and aid us in extending the vic-. 
tories of the cross, it is our duty to employ. Especially should ministers study to show’ 
themselves workmen that need not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth. We: 
call upon all our people to rally to the support of the cause of Christian education among: 
us. We rejoice in the successful maintenance and management of Orleans Seminary and. 
commend it to the patronage and support of our people. 


III.—ON REFORMS. 


We, your committee on reforms, submit the following report: 

Sabbath Desecration.—The Sabbath as a day of rest is ignored to an alarming extent. 
The running of street cars and railroad trains, and the operating of public works are no- 
torious examples. Sunday base ball, picnics and social visiting are a growing evil. Our 
preachers should give no. uncertain sound to the gospel trumpet on this important matter. 
We, as Free Methodists, believe in keeping the Sabbath. 

The Liquor Traffic.—Dark, bloody and murderous, the juggernaut of inuagioortnes 
rears its hideous form and parades through our beautiful country, blighting, withering and’ 
cursing our republic. We affirm that the liquor traffic cannot be legalized without sin. 
The laws of our country are made indirectly by those who cast the ballots. Therefore, the: 
individual who yotes to legalize the accursed traffic commits sin. It is a deadly foe to: 
good government, and is carrying its thousands down to destruction yearly. The Free: 
Methodist church should stand out in all her God-given powers against this infernal traffic... 
and lift up her voice and cast her votes against any and all parties that favor the same. 

Romanism is the avowed enemy of liberty, law and order, and is opposed to our free- 
institutions. The bloody and crafty opponents of Protestantism, of vital and practical re-- 
ligion, she is as truly as ever the mother of harlots. We see the need of being on our- 
guard and opposing it in all its branches, while we uphold with the stars and stripes a sal-.

The thirty-seventh session of our conference was held in the Free Methodist church in 
Adrian, Lenawee county, Michigan, August 21-24. Five sittings were held. A vote of 
thanks was tendered General Superintendent E. P. Hart for the satisfactory manner in 
which he presided. 

The conference was favored with the presence of the following brethren, who were in- 
troduced, and invited to take honorary seats: F.L. Halland G. A. Olmstead of the Ohio 
conference; M. L. Bovee of the East Michigan conference. 

Mrs. W. E. Bardell of the Children’s Home at Woodstock, Illinois, and Miss Emma 
Appling, a returned missionary from India,’ were introduced and invited to take honorary 
seats in the conference.

IV.—ON SECRET SOCIETIES. 


As‘a church we have taken and maintained a decided stand against this foe of the 
church. It is no time now to be silent when oath bound secret societies are increasing on 
every side among both sexes. 

We believe the religion of the Bible a satisfying portion for every soul on every line. 
and that those who dare to venture all upon it ‘‘shall not be confounded or want any good 
thing.”? Let us continue from the pulpit and press to cry aloud, ‘‘Wherefore come out 
from among them and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean thing, and 
f will receive you,”’ and that this must be complied with in order to have the favor of God. 


V.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


Every department of church work should have our hearty support, and especially the 
Sunday-school. We believe it is not best to leave the matter of attendance to the choice of 
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the child. We should be more interested in imparting to the children the knowledge of 
God and the Bible, ‘‘for wisdom is better than rubies, and all the things that may be de- 
sired are not to be compared to her.’> We recommend that our schools use only our own

I—ON REFORMS. 


Romanism.—Knowing that the spirit and practice of the Roman Catholic church is 
opposed to our free institutions, let us upon whom the light has shone, labor in every legit- 
imate way to enlighten the people and bring them to Christ, who is the fountain of light, 
liberty and truth. 

Faminy GoveERNMENT.—Laxity in family government is noticeable among us as a peo- 
ple. The future man (or woman) depends much on the training and education of the 
child. If we would rear a superstructure that is to be enduring, we must see to it that a 
good foundation is laid against the time to come, and that foundation must be laid in the 
mind and heart of the child by the parent who slfould exercise proper authority over him 


- inearly life. God said, ‘“‘I know Abraham that he will command his children and his house- 


hold after him’ not advise them, not coax them, but command. Do we not often try to 


persuade our children to follow in a line of duty we believe and know to be right, and fail- 
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ing in this, leave them to pursue their own ways and thus they are lost to the home, to the 
church and a holy life? 

How to save our children and bring them into harmony and love with our holy religion 
has become a serious question with us asa people. A faithful and wise home discipline is 
the remedy which cannot fail of good fruit. ‘ 

Prouipition.—The liquor traffic is a gigantic evil in our land, and has become power- 
fully entrenched in politics. Political and ecclesiastical bodies are intimidated by it, to 
that extent that it holds the balance of power in both church and‘state. Are we to see this 
vile institution perpetuated, and go on with its work of death and desolation, or shall we 
see the church of Christ arise in its might and power and march to thé ballot box and put 
away forever this ‘“‘sum of all villainies’’ from our otherwise fair land. /Letus as a people, 
support those candidates for office only, who are known to be fully committed tothe prin- 
ciple and practice of prohibition. 

SappatH Dmsmcratron is increasing to an alarming extent, and is fast becoming a 
national sin. Sunday excursion’ trains are frequent. Sunday picnicking has become 
common in chureh societies. Why is this? Is not the moral tone of society low because 
that of the church is not high? Has not the pulpit ceased to a large’ extent to give the 

‘trumpet a certain sound’’ on this question? The Sunday newspaper has come, and it is 
sad to state that it has found its way into many religious homes, and Free Methodists are 
not wholly clear in this matter. These, and many other forms of Sabbath. desecration 
have obtained among the people; and are not the people responsible for this state of 
things? Would the railroads run Sunday excursion trains if they were not sufficiently well 
patronized to make them profitable? And would the Sunday newspapers be issued if the 
people did not buy them in sufficient quantities to make them a financial suécess? Let us 
discountenance all forms of Sabbath breaking and speak out on all these questions, on the 
authority of God’s word, and by the power of a holy life. 


IL.—ON- PUBLICATIONS. 


That which we read, in the proper meaning of the term, largely sustains the same rela- 
tion in the formation of character and habits of mind, as do social, political and religious 
conditions and influence. Character is largely determined by mental conditions and hab- 
its. Forinstance, Mohammedan, Hindoo, Chinese and Japanese characteristics are the fruit 
of mental impressions and influences, issuing in peculiar casts of character. Hence it is 
important that our reading, with its incident stimulation and incitement, should be of such 
a character, and along such lines, as will be a stimulus, an inspiration, and shall minis- 
ter to holy aspiration and character. ‘‘Study to shew thyself approved unto God”’ (2 Thes. 
2:15) is a seriptural injunction, and our Lord and Saviour enjoins us to ‘Search the 
scriptures.’’ Paul said to Timothy, “Till I come give attention to reading.” 

As one has said, ‘‘Memory plays a most important part in our experiences; it is the 
unity of past and present. ” Through the medium of memory, the mind grasps, appropri- 
ates, and assimilates, the elements that go to make up character ; hence it is not only impor- 
tant that we ‘‘give attention to reading,’ but that we and our families read that which is 
wholesome, that which is wholesomely quickening to mind and heart, equiping for good 
citizenship in all of its relative duties, and for God’s service in time and eternity. 

Our homes should be a reading room into which there comes week by week, reading 
matter, which breathes, and shines, with intellectual and spiritual life and hope. While 
there is much literature of what may be termed secular, there is no reading matter that 
can profitably take the place of the Fee Methodist in Free Methodist families. It is a 
wrong condition of things, when in the homes of Free Methodists you find other papers 
and literature, but where the bright and wholesome Wree Methodist is not found. Weneed 
the weekly visits of the church paperin order to be intelligent members of the church, and ~ 
in order to be wide and broad in our sympathies and fellowship, reaching out in our en-— 
deavor and helpfulness along all lines of church labor. 

We appreciate the able and devoted labors of the editor, W. 'T. Hogue, and hope that 
tbe paper will be found in every Free Methodist home. We also heartily commend the 
Earnest Christian to the attention of our people. 


III.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS, ~* 


Your committee submit the following report: We believe that Sabbath school work is 
one of the most important works of the church. We believe it can be made the factor of 
doing more good than any other branch.of church work. We deplore the fact that in so 
many places our ministers fail to take the interest in this work that they should, and the 
lack of interest that so many parents take. They get their children ready and send them 
to Sabbath-school, but in many cases stay at home themselves. They wonder why the chil- 
dren do not take an interest in this work. Is it a wonder that our children lose interest in — 
what we do not take an interest in? We believe there ought to be a general revival in the 
Sabbath-school work if we wish to see it accomplish the work it ought to for the 
church, We recommend that in all cases where practicable our schools be organized ac. 
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- cording to our Discipline. We believe that much better results will be accomplished this 
way than by union schools, Much care should be used in the selection of teachers who are 
thoroughly spiritual and have a good understanding of God’s word. We have great need 
of consecrated men and women to teach in our schools on account of the great tendency of 
the age to worldliness and higher criticism; and whereas the literature of the day has a 
great deal to do with the moulding of character, we recommend that in all our schools*he 
literature of our own church be used, as we believe it is the best and purest to be found.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON EDUCATION. 


This is one of the most important subjects that comes before us as Christian workers, 
because an education fits us to be of the greatest benefit to others. Those men whose 
names the world will not willingly let die have been men who found in the good of others 
their chiefest delight. 4 


After Solomon had offered his thousand burnt offerings at Gibeon, that night the _ 


Lord appeared to him and said, ‘‘Ask whatI shall give thee?’ Note the choice; not riches, 
not honor, not revenge on enemies, but, ‘‘Give me wisdom and knowledge.’’ Why did he 
ask this? ‘‘Give me wisdom to judge thy people, that I may discern between the good and 
bad: for who is able to judge this thy so great.a people?”? Give me wisdom that I may be 
of benefit to others and not lead them astray. 

An education in the arts and sciences alone is not enough to make men and women a 
blessing to the world. We want an education that brings the soul into an experience which 
renders one capable of blessing others by imparting spiritual light—light to discern be- 
tween the good and bad. Some haye advanced the idea that an education is detrimental to 
spiritual life. But the men whom God has used with the greatest success have been edu- 


cated men, as Paul, Moses, Ezra and Nehemiah. Now the great question is, How shall we © 


educate our children without bringing them in contact with sinful influences which mor- 
ally pollute and defile?) Many a boy, once attentive to the means of grace and Christian 
living, after going away from home to a school where influences of city or town are 
brought to bear upon him, has given way to temptation, and Satan has taken him captive 
at his will. Therefore, we recommend that, as Free Methodist parents, we put forth an 
effort to send our children to our own denominational schools where they will be educated 
in spiritual attainments and where every encouragement is given to get them converted 
and kept in spiritual light and truth. : 

As the West Kansas conference is within the patronizing territory of the Orleans Semi- 
nary, we desire to especially commend it to the favorable notice of our Free Methodist 
people and all others who may be interested in the worthy cause of Christian education. 
This school was established under adverse circumstances and has had unusual difficulties 
to surmount}; but it has been demonstrated that the blessing of God has rested upon it. 
We hope and will pray that success may attend it financially, and that it may, in the future, 


as it has been in the past, be a blessing to the church and an instrument under God for the - 


upbuilding of his kingdom on earth. The faculty for the ensuing year are competent 
teachers and all members of the Free Methodist church, Therefore, we urge our people 
to support this school by their patronage and means, and insist that our preachers work 
in its interest on their respective circuits. Also let it be resolved that, as lovers of God 
and his cause, we will make preparations for the present and future needs of our children 
in the line of Christian education, for who knows what a sphere of usefulness belongs to 
the child thoroughly furnished unto all good works.

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II.—ON PUBLICATIONS, 


As a church God has raised us up to spread scriptural holiness. The press is one of 
the greatest factors in moulding character and shaping the lives of men and nations. 
Words spoken may soon be forgotten, but written or printed they live to bless or to curse 
those who read them. There are many publications containing much good, but in them are 
also poisonous and false doctrines which breathe a spirit of independency, and many of our 
people are unconsciously inoculated thereby. 

The result of this is spiritual decline and ultimately the ignoring of God’s command 
that we should be subject to those having the rule over us. Therefore, 

Resolwed, That this conference discourage our people in patronizing or even counte- 
' nancing periodicals, as God’s Revivalist and other independent holiness papers; and that 
we urge our preachers to work solely in the interest of our own publications. We further 
insist that special effort be put forth by all to circulate the Free Methodist, our denomina- 
tional organ, which in our judgment is superior to any holiness paper in the land. We 
also heartily recommend the Missionary Tidings, the Earnest Christian, and our Sabbath- 
school literature. which we believe is the best.

Tue Liquor Trarric.—Dark, bloody and murderous the jaugernaut of intemperance 
rears its hideous form, and parades in brazen effrontery through our beautiful land, 
blighting, withering and cursing, and with killing grasp controlling the political fabric of 
our glorious republic. We thereforecommend our Congress for its action in abolishing the 
army canteen and pray that the action may ever be sustained. We reaffirm that the liquor 
traffic cannot be legalized without sin. The law-making power lies within the ballot. The 
votes cast the ballot. Therefore, the individual who votes to legalize the accursed trafiic, 
commits sin. As Free Methodists we pledge ourselves to vote as we pray and to support 
the only party opposed to the liquor traffic. 

RomanismM.—Since Romanism is ever the avowed enemy of liberty, Jaw and order, and

We also urge that our 
preachers obey our Discipline in reading ‘‘Wesley’s Sermon on Dress.”’ 

Snorer Socretrus.—We regard oath-bound secret societies as pernicious in their influ- 
ence among both sexes. They form one of the most formidable obstacles to the spread of 
the gospel of him who in defense of his gospel said, I spake openly to the world, I have 
taught in the synagogue and in the temple whither the Jews always resort. and in secret 
have I said nothing. Therefore we endorse the language of Joseph Cook who said, ‘‘Let 
those who are out of oath-bound secret societies stay out. We exhort you to stay out in 
the name of personal independence, stay out in the name of patriotism, stay out in the 
name of Christianity, and to you who are inside oath-bound secret organizations we say 
come out as free men.”’ 

V.—ON CHURCH LITERATURE. 

Inasmuch as Jesus said, ‘‘Search the scriptures, for in them ye think ye have eternal 
life,’ and as our eternal happiness depends upon our obedience to the commands of God, 
therefore, nothing should be more interesting than the careful reading of such literature as 
plainly teaches God’s will. We recognize the Bible as the foundation of holiness and 
meekness and would urge its prayerful reading. We feel that as an exponent of scriptural 
holiness and teacher of wholesome doctrine the Free Methodist is the best paper in the 
world. We urge our members to subscribe for it, thus obtaining the best thoughts of our 
most learned and holy men. We note with pleasure the increasing success of our Sabbath- 
schoo] literature and urge our people everywhere to use it, Its purity of tone and doctrine 
are its own recommendation. Weare sorry there is such indifference among some of our 
‘people about taking our church paper. We trust the time wit! speedily come when every 
Free Methodist family will have it. 


VI.—ON EDUCATION. 

We, your committee on education, respectfully call attention to the fact that the chil- 
dren of this age not only need an education but need a Christian education—an education 
on such lines as will conduce to their getting saved and staying saved. To this end with 
gratitude to God we call your attention to the fact that Greenville College is our college, 
and those seminaries raised up by faithful men and women of God are our seminaries. The 
boys and girls of our country and especially of our church should be encouraged to attend 
them. Consecrated means should be devoted to aid them that the church may be filled , 
with useful men and women of God. 


VII.—ON SABBATH-SCHOOLS. 


The Sabbath-school work is one in which both young and old should be earnestly en- 
gaged. Itisa mistaken idea that any member of our church gets too old to be in regular 
attendance at Sabbath-school. If any cannot read or may be deaf, they should by their 
presence sanction and encourage the great object of the work—the conversion and sancti- 
fication of those concerned. It is our candid opinion that the failures are largely due to 
the absence of so many of our adult members from the Sabbath-school. 

We urge that in no case shall persons be allowed to teach in our schools who are not 
earnest Christians and in full sympathy with our peculiar church issues. We also recom- 
mend that all our preachers, so far as practicable, take a deeper interest in Sabbath-school 
work and put away the flimsy excuse that time spent in Sabbath-school work conflicts with 
their ministerial duties. Let us, as preachers, parents, members, do better work in the 
future and be Free Methodists in the Sabbath-schoo! as well asin the church. We recom- 
mend our own Sabbath-school literature.

Il.—ON THE ASSASSINATION OF PRESIDENT M’KINLEY AND THE STATE OF 
THE COUNTRY, 
Jesus was full of gentleness and love, yet he declares that *‘he came not to send peace 


on the earth, but a sword.’ But it was sin he came to destroy. He can behold iniquity 
with no degree of allowance. By the sword and by the torch the warriors of ancient times 


. undertook to destroy and to subjugate. In these days Nibilism and Anarchism seek to 


break down all law and all other safeguards to human society. They say, ‘‘Down with the 
state, down with the family. down with the church, down with God.’’ What do they offer 
us in exchange for these? Nothing but the wild dreams of tanatics and fools! We have 
congratulated ourselves that Anarchism could flourish only upon the soil of despotism, but 


are suddenly and cruelly awakened, only to behold the club of the assassin raised to strike. 


down our free institutions, and the weapon of the red handed Anarchist turned upon the 
loved and honored chief executive of a free and most prosperous nation. 

It is indeed an appalling calamity that has befallen us. a fiendish outburst of the very 
hate of hell, and every loyal American is stricken with grief and shame. Were William 
McKinley a Nero, a Caligula or a Genghis Khan, or even. the despotic ruler of any absolute 
monarchy, we would not have been surprised if some Ehud. or some oppressed slave had 
cut him down. But for a noble minded man. in the beginning of his second term of offi- 
cial service, in the discharge of honorable public duty, without a known enemy, without of- 
fense to any, immediately “after his lips had uttered sentiments of the purest patriotism, the 
highest wisdom, and the noblestand most sincere good-will toall, and in the midst ofa period 
of "unparalleled prosperity largely due, under God. no doubt, to his wise and careful adminis- 
tration,—for such a man tobe stricken down atsuch a time argues a deeper and more fearful 
state of atfairsthan the fact, horrible as it is, that a half-crazed and unprincipled being fired a 
shot that wrecked one and perhaps several lives, and paralyzed a mighty nation with grief 
and perplexity. 

, If Anarchy is an exotic plant that cannot flourish in an intelligent. democratic country, 
what is the cause of the frequent and wide-spread convulsions, social and evén political, 
that at times seem to threaten the very life of our nation? Why is the jurisdiction of lynch 
law on the increase and so often paramount? Why have deaths by murder inereased 500

ulation of our prisons increased sixteen per cent., and the population of our insane asylums 
fifty per cent. faster than the outside population during the last thirty years? What sig- 
nificance is there in the fact that deaths from alcoholism have increased ten per cent. dur- 
ing the last twenty years? 

Are not our American Sabbaths a thing of the past? Woe worth the day! Upwards of 
23,000 divorce cases in 1899 is but the voleanic vent of an alarming state of domestic infi- 
delity, hidden to all eyes but God’s. The municipal government of our cities, great and 
small, is a question that should startle and interest every Christian patriot. Capital and 





labor are still in a life and death struggle, and Bacchus, the God of wine and of lust, that | 


monster of iniquity, sits over against our legislative halls and dictates our national policy 
and devours our substance. If these are but surface conditions, what subterranean fires 
must burn beneath our social fabric? It has been said ‘‘that all our national woes are due 


to the ‘deluge’ of the poor and uneducated of world nationalities that annually pour in 


upon our shores.”’ Perhaps! but the Central Atlantic of torrid regions that receives the — 
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frigid currents from the poles continually turns them back as warm gulf streams freighted 
with comfort and warmth for many nations, and if the heart of the church of America were 
hot with the love of a Christ-life, would she not cause rich and poor, capitalist and laborer, 
to sit together, and turn back the red-handed Anarchists of Europe and Asia to their own 
clime, with a heart of love and a hand of assistance for their fellows whose hearts are hot 
with wrath against God and man, and all because they were trained in an environment of 
piosige! wealth and luxury on the one hand, and pinching poverty and deep despair on the 
other. ; : 

Who is responsible for this condition of things unless it be the visible church, that 
Cain like has refused to become its brother’s keeper. When the question was put to Gen- 
eral William Booth,‘‘Whatis the most alarming fact that faces the new century,”’ he replied, 
**A religion without the Holy Ghost, a Christianity without Christ, justification without re- 
pentance, salvation without regeneration, politics without God, and heaven without a hell,”’ 
and I would add, without a fitness for heaven. 

A superficial! treatment is evidently inadequate to the present condition of affairs. 
More heroic measures must be adopted. Present reforms must begin at the heart and 
must transform the entire man. 

We have men and women who believe in and support all the great questions of reform 
now before the nation, who are yet without God in the world. We may be as strict as 
Pharisees, and no Jess Pharisaical; we may be as orthodox as Satan, and no less devilish ; 
we may be as clean externally as a saint and yet be full of dead men’s bones, ‘‘for out of 
the heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornications, thefts, false witness and 
blasphemies, these are the things that defile a man.’’ We may never touch a woman, and 
yet be an adulterer; we may never take forbidden goods, and yet be a-thief; we may never 
take a life, and yet be a murderer. Hence we need the red blood of sacrifice and the 
ee heat of divine love that purifieth the heart and worketh no ill to his neighbor. There- 

ore, be it . 

Resolved, First, That we should seek for, and hold to a correct attitude on all great 
questions that affect the interests of mankind and the kingdom of God, and further, that 
with no less carefulness we should see to it, that our hearts are warm with the love and 
sympathy born of a deep fellowship with Christ by the Holy Ghost. 

Second, That we have, and do hereby express a heartfelt sympathy for Mrs. McKinley 
in this hour of suffering and anguish, that has come upon her in the loss of a noble, loving 
and most chivalrous husband. 

Third, That we urge our rulers in their respective spheres of authority, to do their ut- 
most to stamp out that vile spirit of lawlessness, that seeks to cut all cords of restraint, 
and turn our world over to the accursed rule of diabolism, and we hereby earnestly peti- 
tion our representatives both state and national, to so legislate as to make the adoption of 
anarchistie doctrines such an offense as to necessitate the giving of bonds for keeping the 
peace. — ; 

Fourth, That we hereby pledge ourselves to do our utmost to arouse the entire church 
toa sense of her responsibility in the present crisis, and further that we shall endeavor by 
the help of God to keep our own hearts pure, and our own hands clean. 

Fifth, That we will give ourselves to; and believe the times demand a higher type of 
faith, a deeper experience of grace and a more energetic and heroic method of action than 
is commonly manifested at the present day.

Sizth, That we hereby promise to give ourselves to prayer to Almighty God that he 
will sustain and comfort the broken-hearted widow of our last martyred President, that he 
will give grace and wisdom to his distinguished successor, our highly honored President 
Theodore Roosevelt, and that he will grant grace, mercy and peace unto us and all our 
people in these momentous times on which our age and nation have entered.

II.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


We, as a people, believe that good literature in our homes is necessary to our success. 
Holding, as we do, to Bible doctrines, we will not support any religious publication which 
does not teach them in their purity. The Free Methodist is the organ of the Free Method- 
ist church, and how some of our people can take undenominational and secular papers be- 
cause they are cheaper, and go without our church paper, is more than we can understand. 
We can not be well-informed Free Methodists without our church paper. Those who take 
it and read it, keep in touch with all that is going on among our people. There are many 
among us who know but little that is going on in our Zion, except what they see and hear 
on the circuit where they live, and they often become discouraged, because they imagine 
that things are the same everywhere. 

We recommend the Free Methodist to everyone, and urge our ministers to put forth 
more energy to get it circulated. We believe there is a possibility of getting it into all the 
homes of Free Methodists. Good books should be circulated and put in every home for 
our children, because moral character is largely formed by what one reads. We also rec- 
ommend the Harnest Christian, Missionary Tidings and Olive Branch, and believe they 
should have our support. We strongly urge that our own hymn books be used in our Sab- 
bath schools and in all our public services. 


TI]—ON REFORMS. 


We, your committee,-submit the following report: 

SappatH DesecrATION.—We notice a growing tendency to desecrate the Sabbath with 
Sunday excursions, Sunday visiting, labor and festivity, instead of making it a day of rest 
and deep devotion to God. Are we, as Free Methodists, clear on these points? Look in 
our towns and cities and see the Sunday ball games, bathing places andgbeer gardens! My 
God, is there no cure? Others make ita day of pleasure and flirtation, and worshiping 
the creature more than the Creator. ‘‘As in the days of Noah, so shall also the coming of 
the Son of Man be.’”’ Therefore, : 

Resolved, That we openly and firmly make use of all lawful means to check this grow- 
ing evil, 

Dress.—We reaffirm our position against worldliness. Our rules should be strictly but 
lovingly enforced. We look with disfavor upon the custom of some of our minis- 
ters and members wearing lone mustaches. Our ministers should be patterns of modesty. 

Sxcrer Societies are opposed to civil government as well as moral law. They frus- 
trate justice, screen the guilty, and are dishonoring to the cause of God and Christianity. 

PrRouIBiITiIon.—We deplore and denounce the cowardice shown by both the Republican 
and Democratic parties in not daring to take hold of the prohibition question; so we con- 
clude they are unworthy the support of Christian voters. Therefore, 

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to the support of the Prohibition party—as before. 
And we will do all we can to prohibit the use and sale of liquors. But, as a church, we 
are opposed to Carrie Nation’s mob law method of extinguishing the saloons. We believe 
we ought to vote for a party which opens its conventions with prayer instead of a cork- 
screw. 


OC1vit, Rerorm.—We see by the Chicago Tribune, that there have been ninety-nin 
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lynchings in the last year, some of which were of the most cruel and barbarous character. 
Our own President, as well as other crowned heads, has been assassinated; and this spirit 
seems to be increasing rapidly. ‘‘Evil men and seducers”’ are ‘‘waxing worse and worse,”’ 
but ‘Vengeance is mine, I will repay saith the Lord.” 
In the future, as in the past, may God help us to take the right side in any and all lines 
of reform. 
IV.—ON EDUCATION. 


We are pleased to know, that as a church, we have a number of good Christian schools 
in operation where our children can secure a Christian education. We believe it to be our 
duty, as far as practicable, to support these schools by contributing our means and sending 
our children to them. 

We think, however, that for the present, we have all the schools we can sustain; and 
the multiplication of schools will only tend to weaken those now in operation. 

As a conference, having a representation on the board of trustees of the Wessington 
Springs Seminary, be it therefore, 

Resolved, That it is our duty to support and patronize said school as far as practicable, 


V.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


In view of the need of a more, systematic method of teaching wholesome doctrines and 
practical godliness among us, we recommend the Sunday-school as a most potent factor 
for this work. The boys and girls of today will be the men and women of tomorrow. 
“Train up a child in the way he should go, and when he is old he will not depart from it.’’ 

The Sunday-school is also a great source of strength to the church. The future char- 
acter of the church largely depends upon the Sunday-school of today. 

The Sunday-school is a place to gain a knowledge of the Scriptures, Hence God com- 
manded Moses diligently to teach the principles of the Hebrew religion to the children 
(Deut. 6:7). Early convictions are lasting. 

In many places the parents take but little interest in this work. We insist upon a 
reformation on this line. If we expect to succeed, as a church, we must be more faithful, 
as preachers and people, in the discharge of our duties in the Sunday-school. We would 
urge the use of our Sunday-schoo! literature in all our schools.

We hope the price of printing will not increase, so as to compel the Iowa conference to 
hire individual minutes printed, and thereby lose the benefit of having the combined min- 
utes annually at a minimum price to place in our libraries.

This being true it opens 
to us as a church a field of opportunity to plant those principles that develop into the beau- 
tiful, matured fruit of Christian life and character, that will be felt in church and State, 
and as such an opportunity presents itself to us as a church we should in our judgment use 
great care in selecting those to whom is committed the care and responsibility of the Sun- 
‘day-school. The superintendent should be a devoted Christian, a lover of children and a 
student of the Bible. Ascare isnecessary in development of a beautiful harvest of delicious 
fruit, so care should be taken in selecting teachers in our schools, and so far as possible 
‘only those who enjoy a thorough Christian experience should be employed. We further 
believe that the parents of our children should be more interested and seek to get the chil- 
dren interested. As the literature used has much to do with the right development of 
character, we recommend that the literature published by our publishing house be used in 
all our schools. 


V.—ON EDUCATION. 


We are firm believers in education. We believe in Christian education, such education 
‘as properly cultivates one’s moral faculties as well as his mental powers. We deplore the 
fact that much of the instruction and the influences surrounding many institutions of 
learning tend to stifle and discourage any manifestation of fervent devotion to God, also 
to destroy the wholesome doctrine of the divine inspiration of the Holy Bible, thereby un- 
‘dermining its supreme authority and bringing the sacred word into contempt with the 
youth of our-land. In many instances the youthful members of our churches, attending in 
stitutions of learning amid the spirit of cold formality and keen cutting criticisms of the 
holy scriptures, come from them in a condition far removed from our church landmarks. 
And so we feel thankful to God for our college and seminaries. We believe they are 
‘among the most important of our church enterprises. They afford splendid facilities for 
a first-class education, And further, the instruction and environments are calculated to 
properly cultivate the moral powers as well as the mental faculties, thereby furnishing 
thorough Christian education. Our schools demand and deserve our ever increasing pa- 
tronage. Furthermore we believe that education is indispensable to highest efficiency in 
Ohristian work. We should endeavor to fulfil the exhortation of the Apostle Paul to Tim- 
othy. God works through human instrumentalities, and surely, other things being equal, 
the greater acquired abilities of the instrument used, the greater the work accomplished. 
We believe the ministry should avail themselves of every means of instruction within their 
reach on any line which will increase their efficiency in Christian work, 
Edueation and spirituality are not antagonistic. Sanctified education has and always 
_ will inerease the usefulness of any gospel minister. God places no premium upon ignor- 
ance. In consideration of the foregoing facts, we earnestly urge upon our ministers and 
‘church in general the great importance of educational work. And we highly appreciate 
‘the work of our college and seminaries and bespeak for them a better patronage in the 


future which they so well deserve.

- The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society reported haying raised about $400.00 during 
the past year for foreign missions. At the missionary meeting held Sunday afternoon and 

- conducted by Miss Emma. Appling, Esther D. Clark, and other members of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society, about one hundred dollars in cash and subscriptions was raised 
for missions. 

The committee on claims and claimants recommended that G. A. Olmstead be super- 
annuated with a claimof $120.00. An appropriation of $50.00 was asked of the General Mis- 
sionary Board for the church at Toledo, Ohio. 

According to pastors’ reports we have forty-four churches, valued at $36,975, and 
fourteen parsonages, valued at $9,350, within the borders of the Ohio conference. We 
ought to have a parsonage on every circuit. 

Conference collections are to be taken in the following order: First quarter, Home 
Missions and General Superintendents’ Claim; second quarter, General Missions; third 
quarter, Church Extension and Aid Society ; fourth quarter, Conference Claimants’. The 
Home Mission collection is to be equal to an amount of ten cents per member. 

Conference ordered that the deficiency in the conference claims be referred back to 
the cireuits deficient, to be raised the ensuing year. Pastors on these circuits should put 
forth a strenuous effort and bring up every cent of this deficiency, as well as secure the 
claims for the current year.

Again; it is not only a pleasure but of profit to be able to read the thoughts of the best 
men in the church upon the various themes of interest to our temporal and eternal welfare. 
Hence, we heartily recommend the Free Methodist as being fully able to meet the above 
needs. To sacrifice its weekly visits is aloss which our people cannot afford. It has been ~ 
said, that ‘‘to starve the mind is as bad as to starve the body,”’ but to starve both mind and. 
soul is worse. The Harnest Christian is also full of soul food, and well adapted to intro- 
duce into the homes outside of our own denomination.

II.—ON MEMOIRS. 
REV. T. W. SCULL. 


Rev. T. W. Scull was born March 19, 1867, and died June 2, 1901, at Vineland, New Jersey. 
At the age of eight years, while attending school, he received an injury which caused him 
years of suffering and at last the loss of limb and also of life. At sixteen he was converted 
while attending seryice at an M. E. church in Philadelphia. He united with this church 
and remained a member until 1887, when he removed to May’s Landing, New Jersey, and 
there united with the Wesleyan Methodist church, by which church he was licensed toa 
preach in 1892. and ordained elder in 1894. He was united in marriage to Miss Maggie 
Mahon, of Dunkirk, Ohio, May 2, 1894. He was received by transfer from the Wesleyan 
Methodist church into the New York conference of the Free Methodist church in the fall 
of 1896, and served the following circuits: Philadelphia, Ararat, Meshoppen and Vineland, 
_ The one ambition of his life was to preach the gospel. He said to his physician, ‘‘Doctor, 
I do not shrink from pain, nor am I afraid to die, but I want to live to preach the gospel.” 
His testimony before undergoing the last operation, which deprived him of his limb, was: 
“It is all right whichever way this comes out, but I prefer to live, and this is my only 
chanee for life.’ His nerve was remarkable, his endurance surprising, and no less so must 
have been his transfer from the church militant to the church triumphant. A father, 
mother, brothers, sisters, wife and two little ones are left to mourn. The church at Vine- 
land was filled with sympathizing friends at his funeral. Rev. O. D. Seward preached from 
Job 14:14. Appropriate remarks were made by Dr. King, Dr. Entrickier, Dr. Hubbell and 
‘Rev. M. Douglass. The church loses an able minister, the wife an affectionate husband, 

the children a loving father. We bow our heads and pray, ‘‘Thy will be done.”’ 

. JAMES E. BRISTOL. 

As the writer entered a house in Harpursville, Broome county, New York, December 
15, 1874 the use of which had been kindly offered to him by its owner, under a conviction 
that it was in God’s order to do so—his attention was attracted by a Scripture motto, writ- 
ten in the paint on the door. Ona beam stretching across the ceiling of the room first en- 
tered, he read, ‘‘As for me and my house, we will serve the Lord.’? On the door and win- 
dow frames were other scriptures that had been inscribed in the paint while it was damp; 
_and even on the window panes a diamond had been used to write the word of the Lord, 
_ During parts of the two following years myself and family dwelt in that consecrated home, 
_ with these visible reminders of its owner’s religious tastes daily before us. On Monday, 
_ April 16, 1901, I entered that house again, and found the mortal part of the beloved owner 
_ prepared for final removal therefrom. Aided by Brother J. T. Logan, the district elder, 
_and A. W. Myer, the pastor, I proclaimed ‘“‘The gain of the Christian at his death,” to the 
_ neighbors and friends who had gathered from nearly every home in the village and sur- 
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rounding parts, crowding each downstairs room so that it was necessary to put am extra 
prop underneath the floor. The six sons lovingly bore his body to the hearse and the 
grave. The bereaved, yet comforted wife, and two dearly loved daughters, several relatives 
of the family—Free Methodists from other parts of the circuit—together with a crowd of 
near neighbors, scarce any of whom were members of the Free Methodist church, followed. 
It was a scene to be long remembered. And so we laid away the body of our brother, 
James E. Bristol, of precious memory, and whose name is as ointment poured forth to 
those who knew him. He was born at Coventry, New York, June 25, 1842; was converted 
in the Presbyterian church when about seventeen years of age; was married to Miss Fran-. 
ces Augusta Roe, November 14, 1866. He joined the Free Methodist church in 1872. He 
was sanctified wholly at Abington camp-meeting, August 19 of the same year. He was li- 
<ensed to preach and received into the New York annual conference in 1873; was ordained 
deacon in 1875, and elder in 1877. He was stationed two years on the Abington cireuit; two 
years at Allentown, Pennsylvania; two years at Dover, New Jersey; again one year at Al- 
lentown, and one at Wilkes Barre, Pennsylvania. Then obliged, by the breaking down of . 
his health, to cease from service as preacher in charge in 1881; he returned to Harpursville 
and took a superannuated relation, without claim, in which relation he remained till 1899, 
when he took certificate of location. Yet he has continued to preach by his pen, issuing 
religious tracts, publishing papers, and otherwise. Such is the bare outline of a career, the 
full record of which only eternity will reveal. 

Brother Bristol was emphatically a good man. His character was specially marked by 
thorough Christian integrity. He could be relied on to do whatever he believed to be duty, 
in every relation of life. He was intelligent, clear-headed, conscientious, calm and firm. 
He possessed the elements of a true reformer, and feared not to stand and be counted on 
the side of truth, no matter how unpopular; yet he was not rash but judicious and affec- 
tionate. He was a preacher of marked ability. He never indulged in clap trap talk. His 

. words were well considered, weighty, forceful and convincing. He was a lover of good 
discipline*and order. Laxity and looseness were to him abominable, yet as preacher in ~ 
charge he was much beloved. His experience, and the profession of it wasclear. His emo- 
tional nature was usually under perfect control. The writer never. remembers him out of 
his depth but once; that was at the time of his entire sanctification, when from about four 
o’clock till seven p. m., he sat on the end of the anxious seat, where he had just received 
the sanctifying baptism, quietly exclaiming repeatedly, as he slapped his hands on his 
knees, ‘‘What a happy fool lam.’’ As the evening service was then beginning, he evidently 
thought he mu&t behave differently, and exclaimed, ‘‘Hold on, Lord,’ but on being ex- 
horted by the leader of the meeting not to pray so, but to ery, ‘‘Lord, enlarge the vessel,’’ 
he obeyed, and presently said, ‘‘Lord, let it come,’’ and come it did, a veritable glory 
shower, on him and on all around, so that ordinary preaching was out of the question, and © 
the altar was quickly filled with seekers of pardon and purity. An attack of pneumonia 
brought him to the gates of death in about four days. He had been living ready, and de- 
parted in peace. It was not a gloomy funeral that we had. There were tears, but no 
sighs. Verily true believers do not die. His children rise up and call him blessed ; and his 
loving life companion is not sorrowing as those do who have no hope, but is strengthened — 
in her bereavement by heavenly consolations. 


III.—ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE, . 


The Sabbath was instituted by the Lord asa day of rest and worship and its observ- 
ance conduces to the highest well being of soul and body. ® 
Therefore, we advise our people to do all in their power to perpetuate its memory and — 
ohservance. To this end it seems expedient for us to advise a strict observance of the., 
same ; to avoid all buying and selling and all doubtful actions, such as pleasure seeking, 
riding on the cars, buying milk, and such other popular ways of violating the Lord’s day as 
may be prevalent where our people live. We believe in giving God and our souls the ben- 
‘efit of being on the safe side of doubtful actions. We strongly disapprove of our people — 
delivering, or having delivered, milk at factories or railroad stations on this holy day. 


IV.—ON PUBLICATIONS. fe 


This isa subject having a very important bearing upon our life as a church. People — 
are affected and influenced by the character of their reading, There cannot be too much © 
stress laid upon the necessity of furnishing pure reading matter to those whom we would — 
lead in the right way. While the press is an inestimable blessing when used properly, it 
becomes a powerful agency in the dissemination of worldly and corrupting literature over 
the land when in the hands of the enemies of the cause of God. wy 

The education of the young people of today has made a demand for books and papers’ 
unheard of before. The wonderful facilities for furnishing reading matter has cheapened 
the supply and increased the demand. So the responsibility of doing our part in provid- 
ing literature wholesome and pure for those under our care and within our reach is resting 
heavily upon us as a people professing godliness, ni 
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Everywhere false doctrine is asserting itself in the form of literature of various kinds, 
-and frequently it is disguised by being mixed with truth. On all sides, little, irresponsible 
sheets, advocating some pet hobby, are thrust upon us for our patronage. It is high time 
that our church awake to its duty and privilege regarding this matter. Very few compara- 
tively subscribe for our church paper, and yet the majority of them are taking one or more 
secular papers, and often other religious journals. No person can be a genuine, intelligent, 


_ well-informed ‘Free Methodist unless he reads the Free Methodist, and no home among us 





should be without our church paper, the Discipline and our hymn book. We deplore the 
ae nua so few of our members have any of these three valuable aids to Christian life and 
character. 

We heartily commend the Free Methodist, which is so carefully and ably edited; the 
Earnest Christian, with its pure matter; the Missionary Tidings, devoted to our foreign 
work; and we cannot speak too highly of the clean, bright and pure Sabbath-school papers

Free Methodism with her clean Discipline should be in the front rank of all true reform 
movements. , 

‘Sucret Socreties.—We re-affirm our: position as one Be radical opposition to all secret. 
societies. They are anti-Christian, and as such are inevitably detrimental to mankind, 50- 
cially.and morally. .We have cause for alarm when we consider their rapid increase in 
every town and village. Since they are dangerous to our religious liberty and a menace to 
our government, we ‘should be earnest in our etiorts to undeceive the people and give to 
them the true gospel which will bring to light the hidden things of darkness, for their 
oaths are shockingly blasphemous, and frequently they prevent justice in our civil courts 
by shielding the guilty. 

Tue Liquor Trarrrc.—What a monster of iniquity! It besets us on every side. This 
traffic is evil, only evil, and that continually. It has grown to alarming proportions. Itis — 
a foe to the bodies and souls of men, To license such an iniquitous institution is sin. We 
could as consistently collect revenue from any other vice. From the legislative bodies ~ 
down through all the lesser branches of government its corrupting reign is seen and felt; 
God and humanity, righteousness and truth are ignored. No device is too diabolical for it 
to adopt to perpetuate its nefarious business. Language i is inadequate to portray its awful 
work. But how shall a reform be brought about? High license, low license, no. license, 
all seem to add fuel to the flame, power to might. We preach, pray, shed tears, sign © 
pledges, make entreaties, still the iniquity has increased. Goliath was beheaded by his 
own sword in the hand of a shepherd boy, so we would slay this giant with his own weapon, 
the law—a prohibition law so firmly founded that it will remain till Jesus’ comes. For ; 
Gone Jaw is prohibition of all crime, and all human law should be in harmony with, the 

ivine. 

' Sassaru Dusecrarion,—Sabbath desecration is being carried on to such an alarming 
extent that it is pressing upon society the necessity of a speedy reform. The evil is assum- 
ing great proportions. It presents itself in many forms. The sanctity of the Sabbath has’ 
in a great measure been lost. Almost all kinds of business, not only those that in, their’ 
nature are evil but those also that are legitimate, are carried on the same as on other days. 
The Christian Sabbath as a moral and civil institution is being threatened by influences ad- 
verse to its perpetuity. There isa tendency to underrate its sacredness and prostitute it, 
to worldly business and‘carnal pleasures. Only when the last Sabbath-breaking institution 
shall have ceased its sinful work may we cease to lift our voice against this terrible evil. _ 

Worupiy Conrormity.—In the matter of dress we would continue to adhere to. the 
standard given in God’s word and our Discipline. We are stemming a fearful tide of supet-: 
fluous apparél. The Goddess of Fashion still holds sway over the masses, causing them to. 
sin in pampering pride, and leading them thereby into other sins and crimes. We would ~ 
therefore recommend a careful compliance with our rules on dress, as ‘‘becometh those 
professing godliness.’’? The church should be carefully guarded by those having the over- — 
sight of our work from, all encroachments of worldliness, and a reformation urged on the — 
part of others, a 

RomanisM.—Roman hierarchy is in character and polity, inimical to American institu- — 
tions. The church of Rome, from the Pope down to the lowest priest, if he be loyal to ec- , 
clesiastical oaths and obligations, is opposed to our free school systems, free institutions — 
and religious liberties. Her past bloody history is indeed prophetic of her intentions, for — 
the future. She is evidently seeking for power, religiously and politically. Let 1 us do all. 
we can to expose her deceptions.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON. CHURCH. LITERATURE. 
A wise man has said, ‘“The pen is mightier than the sword,”’ and truly the course of, 


; ‘this world has been shaped more by productions of the pen than by the blood shed. by the 


: ar aword. At the height of his prosperity Napoleon Boneparte ignored the voice of the press 


of Europe, and in after years as a prisoner at, St. Helena he bemoaned his mistake. This 
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great force is being utilized by both the church and the world. A corrupt press with its 
yast stream of unholy, unclean and often obscene productions is a mighty power, used by 
the devil to demoralize and damn souls. A clean, pure press, pouring forth on the world 
roillions of pages of Holy Writ and clear, divine truth on purity and holiness is a mighty 
lever in God’s hands to overturn Satan’s domain and turn men to God. We regret that 
even many so-called holiness papers are so full of nonsense and contain so much error 
interwoven with truth as to make them absolutely dangerous. Taking such publications is 
no better: than supporting a worldly, compromising preacher; and assisting to spread such 
literature really makes us compromising preachers. iia 
Ba As the mind is superior to the body, more importance attaches to what we read than 
to what we eat. Pure literature is essential to purity of character. We, as achurch believe 
in pure and undefiled religion, therefore we need pure, undefiled literature. No church 
ean long retain its distinctive features and uniformity of doctrine and practice unless it has” 
its acknowledged standard publications. We praise God we have such publications and a 
publishing house, the management of which is in excellent hands. Devotion to the-church 
includes devotion to her every interest. We pledge fidelity to all our publications. Fore- 
most among these is the Free Methodist, which still retains its vigor and acceptability. 
From week to week this gospel trumpet gives no uncertain sound. We regret that this 
blessed paper is found in so few of our homes. We do not say that people cannot be Free 
Methodists without taking the church paper but we do say that nv one can be an intelligent 
Free Methodist without taking it. We earnestly urge all our pastors to place, if possible, 
the Free Methodist this year in every home within the bounds of the East Michigan con- 
ference. Keep urging the matter. Some object to supporting our church paper on the 
ground that it is more expensive than other holiness publications, Such persons would 
never think of supporting another man’s wife and family because it would not be so expen- 
sive as supporting their own. Nor are they aware that the Wree Methodist by actual com- 
parison with other holiness papers gives each week more solid reading matter for the same 
amount of money than any other holiness paper published. Then we have Misstona 
Tidings which keeps usin touch with and interested in missionary work. Our Sunday-schoo. 
publications edited by W. B. Olmstead are second to none, being pure, inspiring and free 
from ficticious articles. We also recommend to our people Olive Branch, Spring Arbor — 
Chronicle and the Earnest Christian. We would further urge all our people to purchase 
through our preachers the books and tracts advertised by our publishing house. 3 


II.—ON EDUCATION. 


Nothing is further from us than to unduly exalt mental training. Neither do we wish 
to depreciate its value. We trust we properly estimate its worth when we say that itis a 
very important preparation for filling any position in life. Character is the greatrequisites 

x but there are latent powers in every soul that only proper training can bring to light. How 

often have dull, stupid minds been aroused to activity, and afterwards have astonished the 
world by their attainments. Adam Clarke was considered a dunce when first sent. to 
school. Had he then been sent to the farm instead of being urged forward the probability 
is that the world never would have heard of him, None but ignorant men decry education. 
Sanctified learning has ever been one of the world’s greatest blessings and one of the Lord’s 
chief weapons in waging war against entrenched evil. Would God we had more of it! As 
a people we are slow to awake to the great need of a proper education for our children. It _ 
isan awful sin to permit them to grow to manhood and womanhood without a good 
schooling, and then launch them into the world unequipped for the great struggle. e 

The secular schools are free in more senses than one. While offering a free mental 
training they often accompany that with evil influences that are just as free. We must 
not regard mental equipment as of first importance. A child had better never be sent to 
school than be ruined morally while obtaining mental training. But is’ there a possibility 
of attending to head and heart at the same time? Is there a school where this is done? 
We look to the free schools—Bible shut out, no prayer, no God. We look to. the great de- 
nominational schools. They are little better—having a form of godliness but denying the 
power thereof. But scattered across the land we find a few Free Methodist seminaries and 
one Free Methodist college. Their patronage issmall. They struggle against great odds, 
At times it seems as if they would collapse. But God comes to the rescue and they still 
live. Your boy or girl can be sent to Spring Arbor for a comparatively small sum and ed- 
ucated under spiritual influences. Nosaloon there. No vicious students allowed ; the very 
atmosphere pregnant with devotion and spirituality. Can we do better than to support 
such schools? Can our young people do better than to patronize them? They need our 
moral] and financial support., Let us resolve to give it.

= III.—ON REFORMS. 


The greatest questions among mortals are those which concern the destiny of man upon. 
the earth. We know nothing about any other state than this only by revelation. And if 
_ this be true, it only emphasizes what may be said about earthly conditions. We must re-

member that men and nations are the designers of their own destinies; that environment 
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ig not their master; that they are not governed by fate, by chance or caprice, but that both 

are free and both are responsible, Those who will compromise with crime; who will not 

uge all their influence against existing evils live in a state of perpetual apology and respon- 
sibility for the wickedness of the world. } 

| Tse Liquor Quxstion is a moral question and consequently has only two sides to it— 
the right and the wrong. There is no middle ground, no compromising clause And. ad- 
ded'to this. there is not a man on earth who can assign a plausible reason why the saloon 
should be allowed to live, to say nothing about why he should support or countenance it. 

Human slavery, with its ‘“‘four millions governed by the lash,’’ was shocking indeed to civil- 

ization, and at sight of it the spot of shame grew red in Freedom’s cheeks. But think of 

ten million rum-shackled bondmen! Ten million souls in fetters! This too is truly cru- 
elty unspeakable! Outrage infinite! But human speech can never tell what they endure. 

This being the case, every Christian will no doubt do his utmost to abolish the liquor traffic 

by lifting a warning voice against the monstrous evil. 

Szucret Socrerins are a deadly foe to the religion of Jesus Christ wherever they exist 
(and that is in nearly every city, village and country place). Oath-bound secret societies 
ate rapidly multiplying, enlarging and spreading their pernicious influence among both 
sexes. They form one of the most formidable obstacles to the spread of the gospel whose 
founder said, ‘‘I have taught in the synagogue and in the temple whither the Jews always 
resorted; and in secret have I said nothing.’’ Free Methodists should have the courage to 
take their position against this deadly foe. But it is sad to know that some never sound an 
alarm to the ignorant regarding the evil; and the only way they are known to be opposed 
to secret oath-bound societies is that they belong to the Free Methodist church. While it is 
not advisable to be continually dwelling upon it as a subject, we should not be like dumb 
dogs, silent from one year’s end to another, regarding this wicked and debasing evil, which 
is ensparing young and old in its meshes and, no doubt, will drag millions to perdition. 
Romanism.—We regard Rome as the relentless foe-of civil and religious liberty. We 
believe that in principle she changes not, but is the same implacable enemy of righteous- 
ness she has been in ages past. No matter how she changes tactics or what color she sails 
under, she has but one end and one aim, viz., the aggrandizement and supremacy of her- 
- self. Her avowals of patriotism and loyalty to our country and its free institutions are 
only hollow and pretentious. Our heroic and fallen Brother B. T. Roberts truthfully said, 
_ **We deserve the name of Protestants only as we continue to protest against this iniquitous 
and fallen church.’ 

_ Sassata OxsseRvance.—We quote from the Genesee conference report: The first 
act of Christ after doing away with the old Jewish Sabbath was to give to the church her 
Sabbath. In the first place the spirit of the Sabbath should be preached among us as a 
people. We should observe the day carefully by reading wholesome religious books and 
papers, and by spiritual conversation and prayer. The duty of attending the means, of 
grace on the Sabbath should be held sacred by all members of the Free Methodist church. 
Again, we as a people should stand clear upon. those complicated Sabbath questions which 
confront us as a church nearly everywhere. he

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- REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
L—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The current literature of the chureh and commonwealth is an index of their moral 
character. Bocks, magazines and newspapers multiply—both secular and religious—some: 
good, many bad. That which the church sanctions from the press as wholesome is quite 
generally reeéived by the more serious part of the community as allright. How needful, 
then, that the church speak clearly and pointedly regarding the reading material of her 
‘congregations. f 

It has been said that ‘‘Reading maketh the full man.’’ However, it is quite important: 
what kind of matter our minds are filled with. Much of the reading of today is pot- 
son to the mind. We should try to cultivate a taste for the best literature. 

We, as a conference, strongly condemn the Sunday newspaper, the weekly or monthly 
sensational story paper, the cheap, trashy novels of our times, and the sensational songs 
that are being used so much in cur meetings instead of our standard hymns. Among such 
a multitude of books and other reading matter we should prayerfully choose that which 
will most benefit mind and soul, and tend to the knowledge and love of God among us. 

We recommend a more careful and prayerful study of God’s word. ‘‘Study to shew 
thyself approved unto God,” and ‘‘Search the scriptures,’”’ ete. We lament the fact that 
the Bible is not studied as a text book in our public schools. Let every family see to it 
that their children receive daily instruction in the Holy Scriptures, which are able to make 
them wise unto salvation. We would also call the attention of our people to the books put 
out by our publishing house in Chicago. The books are well bound, an ornament to any 
library, and are needful and instructive companions in the home as well. The Free Meth- 
odist ought to be in every Free Methodist family. It deserves the patronage of all our peo- 
ple. Every minister in our conference should rally to its support, and push the canvass for 
subscriptions on their respective fields of labor. We also recommend the Harnest Chris- 
tian and Missionary Tidings to all our people as periodicals that will be inspiring 
and instructive. We would urge our people to procure our Sabbath-school litera- 
ture. It is interesting and helpful, and Methodistic in doctrine. The church hymn book 
should be used in all our services—the Sabbath-school and prayer-meeting, as well as in 
the regular preaching service. It is too often the case that a couple of hymns are. an- 
nounced from the pulpit from the church hymn book at the beginning of the preaching 
service, and all, or most of the other hymns, are from some other collection. Thesongsof 
today are too much like modern revivals—superficial. We, therefore, urge all our people 
to procure either the standard church hymn book, or the Metrical Tune Book. It has been 
said, ‘‘Give me the making of a nation’s songs and her victories are assured.’’ This is as 
_true in the church as it isin the State. Let us not be in haste to discard the old Methodist 
hymns, by means of which so many souls have found God in the past. Let us remember 
that what we read, and what we sing, largely moulds our character. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we will support our publishing interests with our prayers, our influence 
and our patronage. 

II.—ON SECRET SOCIETIES. 


Secret societies are the bane of all civil and religious liberty. They area system of 
religion peculiar to themselves, and are anti-Christian from mud-sill to rafter. We trace 
their God-dishonoring and Christ-ignoring bloody trail back to Eden. 

The first secret meeting that we read of is where the devil secretly drew Eve away from 
Adam, and from God, and then got Adam to join, then formed the two into a compact to 
_ work against God and all that is pure. We believe that all the crime that caused the wreck 

» .and ruin on either bank of the stream of time was hatched out of that spawn which was 
brought forth in that first secret society ever organized. When Adam and Eve were ini- 
tiated into the first lodge on earth, the devil sat as worshipful master, and this we believe 
was just after the devil was cast over the battlements of heaven, and he has been the great 
head of all the lodge system from then to now, from the highest order in‘Free Masonry, 
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down to the lowest order of Anarchism. Dr. Talmage describes the last named order in 
plain terms, He says, ‘“‘He owns nothing but a knife, for universal blood-letting, and — 


‘nitroglycerin bomb for universal explosion; he believes in no God, no government, no 
heaven, no hell except what he can make on earth.” He slew the Czar of Russia, keeps 
the Emperor of Germany practically imprisoned, killed Abraham Lincoln, James A. Gar- 
field and William McKinley, and if he had the power would climb up until he could drive 
the God of heaven from his throne. 

‘ In France it is called Communism, in the United States it is called Amarchism, in Russia 
it is called Nihilism. The last is the most graphically descriptive term. It means com- 
plete smash-up, and under the Mosaic law, it was high treason and punishable by death to 
entice anyone to join such a compact. At Babel they tried to climb up to heaven, which 
made them thieves and robbers. The old spawn was there yet. Just after the building of 
the temple, it was claimed, some one killed the widow’s son, but we fail to find who the 
widow was or the son either. 

Ezekiel, eighth chapter, makes it the most graphic: ‘‘As he digged in the wall, and 
went in and saw them with their backs turned on God,” and he declared that “‘they had 
filled the land with violence,’’ and this gigantic evil is increasing and no doubt will in- 
crease, until the.“‘woman on the Tiber’’ that John saw “‘sitting on the scarlet colored beast,”’ 
will be joined in marriage to the great evil, called secret societies. Then will be the gath- 
ering together of Gog and Magog, when the great battle of Armageddon will be fought. 
Then will the great God sweep the whole host out of the way with the besom of destruction, 


Then there will be no more packing juries to clear the murderer, no more prisons for 


the innocent, no more ‘‘one shoe off and one shoe on”’ with ‘“‘cable toe about their necks’ 
to go through a lot of mummery, to sell themselves to Satan, to be the dupes of pinepel 
ties and powers, with spiritual wickedness in high places. 

We believe the time is near at hand when this great evil shall stand before God, minke 
to hear its awful doom because of its sin against God and every honest man.

“REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
I.—ON MEMOIRS. 


We learn with deep sorrow of the death of our beloved Brother J. H. Robbins, whodied 
at Solomon, Kansas, July 24,1901. Brother Robbins was admitted on trial in the West 
Kansas conference in i889, and was taken into full connection October 1, 1891. He united 
with the Kansas conference by transfer in August, 1894, at Marion, Kansas, In the few 
years following he was assigned to and traveled several circuits, on each of which he did 
faithful work, He was an able and acceptable preacher. He lived and preached a radical 
type of holiness. We shall all miss him. We pray the Lord tosupport the bereaved family 
by his grace in this heavy affliction they are called upon to bear. As a mark of love and 
respect we suggest that a short memorial service be held on Saturday afternoon at two 
o’clock, in charge of Brother M, F. Childs, the service to consist of singing, prayer, read- 
ing a portion of scripture and a short address, 


II.—ON EDUCATION, 


The salvatioa of our children is of the greatest importance, and parents should feel 
great responsibi.ity in placing their children, while learning a trade or gaining an educa- 
tion, where they will not be hindered in their soul’s interests. The worldly influence i in our 
public schools and in many so-called religious schools, is so great that few of our children 
and young people seemingly can keep a clear experience and attend them. Therefore, we 
need our own suhools where the soul’s interest is looked after as much as the mind’s, 
for mental development without spiritual development makes a man more knowing but 
not more holy thus giving him more power to resist God instead of submitting to him. 
We see the great need of our children being taught the knowledge of God as well as books. 
We pray that ull our schools may keep this high standard in view and always look after the 
spiritual interests of their students and hold up a high moral standard and a radical Chris- 
tianity. The standard must be held high here or it will soon fall everywhere. 

We desire and pray that all our Free Methodist educational institutions may prosper 
and be used of God in the advancement of his kingdom on earth. We bid them alla hearty 
Godspeed or. this line. 

In view of the fact that our conference is properly within the patronizing territory of 
the Orleans Seminary, also, that this, the youngest of our denominational schools, is worthy 
of our support and.at this particular time needs our assistance to make it of the greatest 
possible service to the church and world, we would recommend this school to the notice 
and patrouage of our people and urge them to support this school whenever they: can. 
We are pleased to learn of the success that has attended it thus far and its prospects for 
future prosperity. We believe it has already been a blessing to the church and the world, 
and we trust it may continue to increase in influence and usefulness. , We would urge our 
young people to adopt B. T. Roberts’ ‘‘three rules’’ for their lives, viz.: ‘‘I will attend to 
my soul]'s interests first, my bodily health second, and the development of my mind third.”’ 


III.—ON SABBATH SCHOOLS: ons 


Whereas a proper conception of the teachings of the Holy Scriptures forms the foun- 
datiou of a true religious experience, therefore, in the economy of the working church 
there should be found a place where each one may be made acquainted with the sacred 
word. Beginning with the child when first its mind becomes susceptible to impressions of 
divine truth and continuing throughout all the stages of mental, moral and spiritual devel- 
opment there should be a well-defined and systematic course of Bible study followed, in 
order to rightly understand God’s will concerning us. As under the Mosaic dispensation 
ample provision was made for instruction in the requirements of God’s law, so in this age 
there is great need of provision being made for gaining a thorough knowledge of Biblical 
truth. The Sabbath-school occupies this important field of Christian work, it being the 
Christian church engaged in studying and teaching the Holy Scriptures. Now, that the 
Sabbath-school may more fully accomplish this great work, there should be provision 
made for the proper equipment of the officers and teachers. ‘Among the best helps we no- 
tice the Sabbath-school association and institute work. While there are various Sabbath- 
school associations in operation around us, yet, they fail to meet the demands of our work, 
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being largely under the control of persons who have no clear understanding of the great.

Il.—ON MEMOIRS. 


Mrs. Lydia Bortz Underwood was born in Jefferson township, Mercer county, Penn- 
sylvania, March 10, 1862, and passed triumphantly home to glory. June 10, 1901. At the 
age of about 18 years she was clearly converted to God under the labors of Rey. J. Barn- 
hart, in a meeting at Charleston, Pennsylvania. Shortly after her conversion she sought 
and obtained the experience of entire sanctification and ever bore testimony to God’s sav- 
ing, sanctifying, and keeping power.

IIJ.—ON REFORMS. 


Tue Liquor Trarric.—Determinedly and unequivocally we continue to maintain our 
position against this ‘“‘barbarity of the ages—the licensed rum traffic.’’ We cannot do less 
than this without being recreant to country, conscience end God.

H. L. Miner, S. Rogers, S. T, Gunter, from the Canada (East Ontario), confer- 
ence, F, I’, Shoup, from the Pittsburg conference, L. A. Sager, from the Oil City confer- 
ence, and J. P, Irving, from the Pittsburg conference of the Eyangelical Association, were 
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introduced to the conference and invited to honorary seats. Three of the visiting minis- 
ters later became members of the conference, viz.: H. L. Miner, F. F. Shoup, J. P.

I1.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Your committee are gratified to acknowledge the good that has been accomplished 
within our borders during the past conference year, recognizing that the “‘gospel is the 
power of God unto salvation to everyone that believeth.’ While we rejoice that our labor 
has not been in vain in the Lord, we feel a measure of sadness that much more has not been 
accomplished in the Lord’s work, that the word of the Lord has not had free course to run 
and be glorified until throughout all our borders ‘‘the weak one has become as David and 
David as the angel of the Lord.” 

While other and largor religious denominations confess to a loss in membership, ought 
we to be satisfied that we hold our own, or that we are able to report a measure of increase? 
Does not the history of the church teach us that when the church has simply stood in a de- 
fensive attitude she has already begun to decline, while on the other hand, when she has 

taken the aggressive she has prospered and triumphed ? It has been the earnest endeavor 
of your committee to seek out the causes that have contributed as hindrances to a greater 
measure of success. eres 

1. We would suggest that the littleness of our faith has contributed largely to our want 
of success. We look at the difficulties and obstacles in our way, until we are ready to say 
with the apostle, ‘‘Who is sufficient for these things?’’? But should not our faith enable us 
to rise above all these so that in holy triumph we can say with him, ‘tI ean do all things ; 
through Christ which strengtheneth me?”’ 4 : 

2. Have not the watchmen on Zion’s walls been wanting in courage? Hasit not some- 
times been painful to behold the timid attitude of God’s ambassadors? The ambassador - 
of an earthly monarch presents the message of the king with boldness because it is the 
king’s message. Shall the ambassadors of the King of heaven be fearful when the King 
himself declares, ‘‘The word that goeth forth out of my mouth shall not return unto me 
void. but shall accomplish that which I please, and shall prosper in the thing whereto I 
sent it?’ And again, *‘Is not my word likeasa fire? saith the Lord; and like a hammer that 
breaketh the rock in pieces?’’ Backed by the power of Omnipotence, shall not the right- 
eous be bold as a lion? F 

3. Has there not been a lack among us, both in the ministry and laity, of the con- 
straining love of Christ?”

4. Your committee would further call attention to what they believe isfar too common, 
a source of great evil and a hindrance to the work of God among us, viz., injudiciousness 
on the part of those having charge of circuits in the administration of Discipline, a hasti- 
ness which i is not characterized by meekness—a forgetfulness of the injunction, ‘‘Be mild — 
but firm.’’ It is not often the case that, with carefulness and the exercise of wisdom and x 
patience, peace may not be restored, whereas the opposite course has resulted in rending — 
and scattering whole societies. The administrator of Discipline has maguihed his office, 
and at the same time has destroyed his flock, i 

5. Your committee further believe that our work might be much more largely extended 
and built wp, were there greater effort put forth by those having charge of circuits in open- — 
ing up new appointments, and extending our work in the regions beyond. It seems a 
serious mistake to confine all our efforts to. old appointments. We have known of promis-— 
ing fields that have been lost to us, from which earnest invitations have been extended to -

to enter every open door? 

6. Has there not been on the part of the ministry among us, too much of a tendency 
to turn from their high and holy calling to secular pursuits, in part at least? Have not 
these solemnly declared it to be their purpose to devote themselves to the work of God? 


- Have they not sacredly promised to devote all their time to the work of the Lord? It is 


true that there are many circumstances and occasions to tempt one in that direction. Toil 
and weariness, privation and opposition lie along the pathway, but with the eye steadfastly 
fixed on the unseen and the eternal, cannot the fully consecrated soul in holy triumph, de- 
clare, ‘‘None of these things move me’’? When in the night vision the ery reached the ear 
of the apostle to the Gentiles, ‘‘Come over into Macedonia and help us,’ who of us would 
have expected the following morning to have found him on the stock exchange or sitting 
at the table of the money-changers? Brethren in the ministry, yours is a high and holy 
calling. Well may you sing— c : 


‘* When I survey the wondrous cross, 
On which the Prince of glory died, 
My richest gain I count but loss, 
And pour contempt on all my pride. 


‘* Were the whole realm of nature mine, 
That were a present far too small, 
Love so amazing, so divine, 
Demands my soul, my life, my all.”’ 


III.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


It is a most lamentable fact that our land is flooded with trashy and impure literature, 
and because of this the minds of the old as well as the young are being poisoned, many 
lives are being ruined, and many souls lost. The masses ali over this fair country of ours 
are being affected by an ungodly press. This is no time for God’s people to close their 
eyes to this reprehensible state of things by which we are surrounded. If ever there was a 
time when the church should be fully awake and as far as possible stay the tide of the moral 
defiling literature that is sweeping down upon us, it is now. 

We are glad to note, however, that there is at least one publishing hous in America 
from which literature may be had that is safe to place in the hands of both old and young, 
feeling assured that it will prove a blessing to them. No better publications can be found 
than those issued from our own publishing house. We would therefore recommend that as 
far as possible the Free Methodist, Earnest Christian, Missionary Tidings, together with 
the Sunday-school supplies published in Chicago, be placed in every home in the land. 


TVY.—ON PROHIBITION OF THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


Of all the evils of our land the legalized rum traffic stands at the head. Itsdebauching 
and devastating effects are everywhere seen, not only upon the bodies of our brightest and 
best, but upon mind and heart. For the existence of such a curse some one is responsible.

Today it 
seems every effort is put forth to attract the people to this transgression by Sunday excur- 
sions and the cheap rates offered by cars and boats to convey the multitudes to the scenes 
where revelry and debauchery are the prompting cards that draw the masses to their vile 
resorts. What shall be done to stay this tide of evil? And echo answers, ‘What shall be 


done.’ We utter our protest, we preach, we pray, we warn, but alas! how unavailing” are |

II.—ON REFORMS. 

The gospel of Jesus Christ contains the principles, and hence furnishes the standard 
cand authority of all true reforms, 

Its teachings present a complete and symmetrical ethical system which regulates all 
relationships, and prescribes the duties and responsibilities which pertain to each. Com- 
mencing with the individual, it extends its maxims to the farthest bound of human associ- 
ation, 

The organized church of Christ being composed of those individuals who. profess to 
have received this system of revealed truth, and to regulate their lives thereby, should ever 
stand as the living embodiment of its principles and the exponent of righteousness in all 
its personal, social and civic relationships. Any position less absolute and comprehensive, 
xeproaches herself and dishonors the gospel of which the church is the visible expression. 
Declared to be a ‘‘chaste virgin,’’ the betrothed bride of the Son of God, the church, should 


' walk with spotless garments and undefiled hands, ‘‘clear as the sun, fair as the moon," and 


thence, ‘‘terrible as an army with banners.”’ 

Reform means to form again, and in its very significance implies the existence or dom- 
inance of wrong. The church being the professed embodiment of righteousness, she must 
be in antagonism with wrong of every kind, and should be found in the van of every true 
reform movement. It is a surprising but true statement that, in all ages, true reforms 
have both sprung from and found their greatest hindrances in the churchitself. Its alarm- 
ingly compromised attitude at the present forms one of the darkest elements of these 
cloudy times. 

Reforms are in order everywhere. The deranged, disordered and destructive condi- 
tions abounding on every side demand the most profound thought, the most earnest effort, 
and sincere prayers of all who “‘love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity,’’ and pray for the 
coming of his kingdom. 4 

The most gigantic evil of our land and time is undoubtedly the organized, legalized 
liquor traffic. Whether viewed in the magnitude of its organized, widely extended, and 
extending sway, its inherent viciousness, or the blasting desolation of every holy or hopeful 
thing which lies in its black path, it is the monster iniquity of the present or past ages. It 
is at once the source and sum of all villainies, the blight of all blessedness, and the blackest 
and most efficient device for ruin Satan ever persuaded a deceived and blinded people to 
accept or endure. It exists everywhere from the White House to the hovel, and flows in 
straight streams from the Capitol to the city slums. Men charged with the most serious 
affairs of state, deliberate on questions of national or world-wide importance while under 
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its influence; and the chief executives themselves, often professed followers of the Ohrist, 


by example and official action lend the weight of their exalted position to its extension and — 


perpetuation. 

It, with its associate debauchery, is more to be dreaded for our armies than the bullets 
of the enemy, or the miasmas of oriental jungles. Not content with defiling our original 
fair and wide inheritance, it is determinedly fastening its ruinous and despotic sway over 


the newly acquired possessions, and gives a darker outlook for dependent peoples than the ~ 


Spanish tyranny from which we profess to have emancipated them. Drunkenness and de- 
bauchery go hand in hand, and licensed prostitution follows hard in the wake of licensed 
intemperance. The seal of this great and professedly Christian government is today delib- 
erately set to the contract which sells for sordid gold the manhood, womanhood, and child- 
hood of its nation and its dependencies to the vilest infamies. 

What then, is the becoming and proper attitude of the church in reference to this 
enormous iniquity? Clearly, any other than direct, aggressive, and determined antagonism, 
is an insult to the Christ upon whose atonement, the foundations of the structure rest. To 


sell for gold, souls redeemed with sacred blood, is immeasurable in its infamy, and cries 


for the interposition and vengeance of heaven. Compared with its blackness, the worship 
which brought judgment at Sinai is snowy white, and it may not be too much to assume 
that the minority who protest and pray, may be holding back the well deserved destruction. 

Voice and vote should go hand in hand, the former to influence others, and the latter 
to determine our own atttitude and register a protest against the godléss complicity of goy- 
ernment in its own destruction. Not the voice, but the vote of the citizen determines his 
political value. Church assemblies unite in declaring that no political party has a right to 
expect, or should receive the support of any Christian voter, which does not plainly declare 
war against the monster evil. We approve the declaration and purpose to make it prac- 
tical. We are glad to believe that the voting membership of the Free Methodist church is 
almost solidly in line on this important question. For the feeble minority we will pray 
and labor. 

The gospel of Jesus Christ solicits adherents with unveiled face and open hand. It in- 
vites the most searching scrutiny of its claims and provisions antecedent to acceptance. 
We find here a sufficient warrant for the attitude the Free Methodist church has assumed in 
reference to oath-bound secret organizations. The great underlying principle is the same 
in all, while all are not equally reprehensible. This principle is plainly opposed to the 
frank, open-faced proposals of the gospel. We believe we should steadfastly adhere to the 
position assumed, and continue to reject all secret orders whatever their avowed purpose. 

No true reform needs to enshroud itself. Righteousness can walk abroad at noonday, 
and while secrecy is not proof positive of wrong, it affords sufficient ground for suspicion. 
Truth does not need the shades of night or secrecy to make attractive or give it force. 

While we recognize that some embarrassments may follow, and some otherwise valu- 
able accessions to the church must be relinquished, we believe it were better so than to 
risk the insweep of secrecy which would follow the opening of the door to any. We insist 
that every Free Methodist preacher is in the highest degree dislcyal to the church and_ his 
vows who knowingly fails to insist on the rule of Discipline governing this matter. 


The holy Sabbath is an ancient, divine institution, sacred in itself, and a permanent 


safeguard of human liberties and purity of government. 

We view with profound regret and alarm the rapid and increasing breaking down of 
this barrier against tyranny and oppression. It is alarming also to witness the eagerness 
in this direction of the very classes who most need its protection. We believe the sanctity 
of the Sabbath remains unchanged, and that its twofold significance under the Christian 
dispensation adds to rather than decreases its authority. Its necessity is even greater in 
this vigorous, rushing age than in the past. The Supreme Legislator in its enactment re- 
garded not only his own glory, but the well-being of his human children. 


A diminishing regard is apparent not only for the Sabbath in itself, but also for the > 
conscience and peace of the very large number who yet hold it sacred and would regard it Fs 
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asa holy day. The opening of resorts which implies the flocking thither of vast crowds of 
pleasure seekers, is not only a violation of a divine precept but tends directly and strongly 
to degrade and unchurch the masses. It tends to relax conviction along all lines and hence 
opens the way for wholesale license. ; 

The professed church is not clear in this matter, and we fear that even among our own 
people, there is in some cases at least a relaxing of conscience in this direction. Not only 
should the members of the church carefully observe the Sabbath themselves, but should 


- insist that all members of their households show a decent regard for the day. Among us 


as elsewhere, there is a serious and alarming laxness in household government, 

It is wholly unbecoming for members of the church to be in the house of God and en- 
gaged in his worship, while minor children roam the fields, play ball, use kodaks, and oth- 
erwise manifest a disregard for the Sabbath. 

We will personally and sacredly observe the Sabbath, insist upon it in our families, and 
‘do ouz utmost to enforce its observance properly among all our people. We will faithfully 
declare the whole truth in the matter, and steadfastly protest against its minor and com- 
mon disregard. And if there be any other thing which is contrary to sound doctrine, and 
which needs reforming we will put our hands thereto in the name of Jesus Christ, and upon 
the authority of his all embracing gospel.

IL.--ON PUBLICATIONS. 


Your committee on publications submit the following report: There are a great many 
grave questions of to-day that confront us, among which is the liquor problem; and while 
this is the cause of much crime it is far from being the only cause. We believe that the 
vile literature of to-day is a thing to be dreaded nearly, if not altogether, as much as the 
liquor traffic, although not so much is said concerning it. Were we to trace the source of 
many a fiendish crime it would be found at the door of these vile productions of hell. 


** Vice is a monster of so frightful mien, 
As to be hated needs but to be seen; 
Yet seen too oft, familiar with her face, 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace.”’ —Pope. 


Unless something is done to stay this awful carnival of vice, we have great reason to 
fear for the future of the rising generation of both sexes; therefore we strongly urge that 
we place in every home our own publications, such as the Free Methodist, which is a clean 
cut holiness paper. While a person may be a Christian, he cannot be an intelligent Free 
Methodist without it. However, we regret that the editoridl space has been given so largely 
to secular matter such as is found in our daily and weekly papers. We would reeommend 
that such space be given to more spiritual reading. Of all the hymns and songs afloat to- 
day there are none so lasting and so inspiring as those found in the Free Methodist hymn 
book, and it should be used in all our public services on the Sabbath day. Our Discipline 
should be in every Free Methodist family. Our Sabbath-school supplies we consider the 
most wholesome, cleanest, and best in every way. None of'our schools can afford to do 
without them. In some places there is alack of interest in missionary work. The Mission- 
ary Tidings should be taken to bring before our minds the real condition of the heathen 
and what is being done by our missionaries. We urge as a whole that our people pat- 
ronize our own publishing house with all of its interests as far as possible. 


III.—ON EDUCATION. 


Your committee on education would submit the following report: Recognizing the 
importance of thorough training for the Christian ministry, we as a conference are pleased 
to note the general interest taken in this department of the great work devolving upon us 
asachurch. We appreciate the value of our institutions of learning. Their high standards 
of education, their hallowed influences, place them in the front ranks of Christian schools. 
It is the purpose of our seminaries to present every student ‘‘perfect before God,’’ and to 
this end the work is conducted. We urge upon the members of our church the great im- 
portance of sending their children to our own schools. 

We would also note the benefit derived from the new system of examinations adopted 
by the last general conference, and trust it will be continued with the exception of the pre- 
liminary course, the requirements of which we consider a little too exacting, and would 
suggest a slight modification. . 

We rejoice that God has given to the Pittsburg conference so many fine young men 
who seem determined to make the most of their God-given faculties. We would ‘/recom- 
mend that at least six hours per day be devoted to close study and reading. 


IV.—ON SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


We, your committee on Sabbath-schools submit the following report: We recognize 
the importance of Sabbath-school work, not among the young only, but the old as well. 
“All our people should be interested in the study of the word of God in the Sabbath-school, 

There is need of deeper interest in this work, and we earnestly urge attention to this sub- 
ject. A failure to instruct our children in the distinctive doctrines of Christianity as we 
understand Bible teaching, and as is set forth in our church standards, will eventually result 
in the loss of our children to our own church. We are constantly reaping the fruits of 
neglect. We insist upon Free Methodist Sunday-schools for Free Methodists and their 
children, and for all others whom we may influence, 

We insist upon the use of such literature as is duly approved by our church. The Sab- 
bath-school should not be a place of mere entertainment or pleasure, buta place for definite 
religious instruction having for its object the immediate salvation of souls, and correct 
training in practical Christianity. No person holding views not in harmony with the doc- 
trine and teaching of our church should be permitted to hold office or teach in our schools, 
These points must be well guarded or we shall soon drift into the way of popular methods, 

Close attention to the foregoing thought will result in a deeper interest in Sunday- 
school work, and in general prosperity to our Zion. 
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V.—ON REFORMS. 


Your committee submit the following report: Unrelenting opposition is our attitude 
toward sin and worldliness in all its forms and manifestations. The lapse of time has not 
effaced our convictions nor lessened our courage. 

1. Tue Liquor Trarric.—The liquor traffic, hell’s greatest invention, is still doing its 
murderous and soul-destroying business. We recognize the ballot as the most effective in- 
strument for the annihilation of this evil, and we recommend its use toall men everywhere, 
and especially to our own membership. 

2. Soret Socreties.—We believe the secret lodge isan enemy to righteousness, jus- 
tice and liberty, and one of our greatest foes asachurch. We regard all oath-bound organ-— 
izations as unnecessary and evil; their good deeds and religious ceremonies as sacrilege i in 
the sight of a holy God. “We recommend that our ministers preach on this subject at Teast 
once a year. 

3. SaspatH Dursecration.—lt is with sadness we view the desecration of God’s holy 
day by Sunday excursions, so-called church trains, running of cars, balloon ascensions, 
Sunday dinners, and the like. We call upon our ministers to lift up their voice like a 

trumpet and show the people their sins that God.may be honored and his day reverenced. 

4. Dress.—Humility is one of the most bléssed fruits.of the Spirit; its opposite is 
pride. We can conceive the possibility of persons donning plain apparel without having 
the grace of God in the heart, but we cannot: understand how’persons can be truly humble 
and “constantly manifest the evidences of pride in the clothing they wear. We would cau- 
tion our sisters against wearing“lace insertion or swiss waists which leave comparatively 
bare the arms, neck and breast of the wearer. We furthermore believe that Ohristians 
should be clean and tidy in their appearance so that unnecessary reproach and persecution 
be avoided, which might come through negligence.

II.—ON EDUCATION, 


The subject of Christia.: education is one of great importance, and should receive our 
careful attention. We are living in what may be termed an educational age. The provi- 
sions made for the education of the masses in our land are commendable. The public: 
school system, instead of being set aside, is strengthened, and an earnest effort is being 
made by educators to bring it to a greater degree of perfection. Academies, normal 
schools, colleges and universities abound, and if one wills to have an education there is no. 
reason why he may not be successful. ; 

While grateful for what has been attained and with no thought of disparagement, yet 
we fear the efforts made have been confined too much to the development of the mental 
powers to the neglect of the moral. Plato, centuries ago, defined the best system of edu- — 
cation to be that which gives to the body and to the soul all the beauty and all the perfec- 
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‘tion of which they are capable. In later years the revered Washington said, ‘‘Without 
virtue and without integrity, the finest talents and the most brilliant accomplishments can 
mever gain the respect, and conciliate the esteem of the truly valuable part of mankind.”’ 
We give hearty assent to the statements of these eminent men and would emphasize the 
Shonght that while the intellect is being-enlightened the character should be moulded 
saright. 

In recognition of this need, through consecration, self-denial and hard labor, the Free 
Methodist church has, by divine aid, founded and maintained several institutions of learn- 

_ ing, where students would not be expected to participate in questionable associations, 
where a premium would be placed on plainness and neatness of appearance and sound 
piety, rather than on style and superficiality, where the Bible is revered as the word of God, 
tinstead of a collection of legends, and its precepts taught to be of supreme authority. 

While we believe in the development of the physical as well as the mental and moral, 
we do not believe in an education that makes pugilists or sports, and we protest against 
sathleties as taught in many institutions resulting, as it does, in many cases in impaired 
health and injured bodies if not in loss of life. 

We wish a deeper interest might be taken in our schools, and we bespeak for them, 
especially among Free Methodists, their hearty support. First. by continuing to give of 
their means in order that the financial burden be more evenly distributed. Second, by 
sending students to them in preference to other schools. Third, by earnest, persistent 
prayer that God by his spirit will anoint the faculty and operate upon the students so that 
they shall be not only thorough institutions of learning of high grade but most emphat- 
cally salvation schools. 

Need we say among these schools Wessington Springs Seminary is the one we as a con- 
ference are most deeply interested in? We thank God for what has been accomplished 
there, but feel that it is but a commencement compared with what may be wrought with 
‘the hearty, united effort of all our people. Itis one of the most important parts of the 
Lord’s work, and to-aid in its support should be esteemed a privilege. We note with satis- 
faction the improvements which have been made in the seminary property during the year 
in the substantial addition which has. been made to the building and the installation of the 
much needed steam-heating plant. We urge our people to assist in lifting the financial 
burden this incurred, and the preachers to aid the financial agent in arranging for and 
holding meetings in the interest of the school. 

We recommend that at least one educational meeting be held on each circuit during 
the year in which:the interests of the seminary shall be represented. We rejoice in the 
prosperity that has attended the school during the past year. We are grateful for the 
standard of scholarship that has been obtained and in the increase in attendance. We ap- 
preciate the efforts to maintain a seminary paper ealled the Wessingtonian to circulate in 
the patronizing conferences and advance the interests of the school. We urge all our peo- 
ple to keep alive their interest in our educational work by subscribing for the paper. 


IIIl.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 


The South Dakota conference to the church at large, : 

~_ Greeting :—The, Christian church being engaged in the greatest and most difficult work 
ever undertaken by any agency in the world, it is, in the nature of things, to be expected 
that she should be the, best: informed organization among men. Her children should un- 
-derstand, as far as possible, God, the realm of nature, and human kind.’ : 

In these days of books and periodicals the horizon of man’s comprehension and under- 
standing of things around him is limited only to his application. Owing to the multiplied 
agencies for the gathering and classifying of information our children may be better in- 
formed before they are out of their teens than were our grandfathers at the close of their 
ives, though in them were combined both age and experience. It should therefore be the 
pardonable pride of the church of Jesus Christ that within her borders ignorance is dis- 
pelled. (a eee 

Both ministry and laity should read. It would augur well forthe church both mentally 
and morally, if the laity, as well as the ministry, would make a persevering effort to estab- 
lish an ample library in the home. We believe that this would anticipate the abnormal 
raving of many of the children of Christian parents, for that light, trashy and pernicious 
reading which is read over and over again from sheer lack of something better. 

It is possible for most people in these days to buy a few books as the nucleustoa select 
library and to occasionally add to that list such works as would be helpful. No people 
with equal means are as able to do this as are Free Methodists. The tobacco money and 
lodge dues saved and the current expense formerly incurred through the vanity of personal 
adornment and display would create and maintain a splendid library in most of our homes. 
Ohoice books on theology, history—sacred and secular— biography, travels and adventure, 
-missions, inventions and art, agriculture and the professions. Books on reform treating 
Catholicism, secrecy, intemperance, Mormonism, etc., current periodicals, lexicons, atlases, 
encyclopedias, may contribute their fund to our enlightenment, if we will set about it. 
"This is no chimera or fantasy of the brain, but can be realized, and among those who are 
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consecrated to the betterment of the world such equipment should take the precedence- 
over the soul-deadening desire to be rich, and Christian parents should choose rather to. 
bequeath to their children the legacy of a fund of knowledge gained from a constant use of 
the library, than hogs, cattle and acres. The reading of the ministry is of necessity more 
systematic than that of the laity, and should equal, if not excel, in spirituality, since it must 
contribute to the one great end, the analysis, illustration, and application of divine truth. 

The reading of the laity is more likely to be desultory but need not be indiscriminate. 
The hymns we learn, the books we read are among the important formative agencies which 
build for us the characters we bear in life. 

Under the providence of God we as a people have a publishing house of our own which 
supplies us.with books of especial merit, and through which any good books from any other 
company may be secured without additional cost. We would encourage our people to ex- 
amine the list of books furnished in the church paper and make selections for the home. 
We also have a paper published for the church and for the purpose of voicing the concensus 
of opinion in our church as a whole touching the doctrines of Free Methodism and the at- 
titude of the church on all great moral questions. It has, however, seemed to us as a con- 
ference that for some time the paper has failed to correctly represent the preponderance 
of opinion in our church with reference to the great religio-political question of Prohibi- 
tion, but rather it has appeared to be committed to the personal views of the editor, favor- 
ing the present administration of the Republican party which, though dominant, is averse 
to the cause of prohibition. We regret this since the said party has made the inglorious 
record of conniving at the wishes of the people as expressed by Congress in the anti-canteen 
law, and of ruthlessly trampling under foot the noblest sentiments of American mother- 
hood who prayed the administration to shield their sons, whom they had so loyally given to 
the army of the republic, from the blighting curse of the saloon and its vile accessory the 
ES aA tolerated, regulated, inspected, officially sanctioned United States army house 
of ill-fame. 

With all respect to the management of the paper, and deference to the ability of our 
editor whom we esteem highly for the works sake, we could hope that the attitude of our 
church organ might be more pronounced toward the issues of prohibition which seem to be 
the logical outgrowth of the position necessarily assumed by true Christianity toward the 
liquor traffic. It would seem desirable if not imperative that the church paper should be a 
thoroughly consistent exponent of the body it purports to represent. Our Sunday-school 
supplies are very helpful to young and old, and free from questionable reading so common, 
when entertainment takes precedence over the cultivation of morals. The Harnest Chris- 
tian will be found to contain very excellent articles on the various phases of godliness. 
Take the Christian Cynosure and keep posted on secrecy and anti-secrecy, one of the living 
issues of our church. Subscribe for the Olive Branch and keep up on city missions. Mis- 
sionary Tidings should be in every Free Methodist home. This paper will keep us abreast 
of our work in foreign missions and increase our usefulness as a people. The New Voice is 
highly deserving of our financial and moral support as being a forceful, able, and consist- 
ent exponent of the Christian prohibition and moral reform sentiment of the American 
people. Moreover, its statements of facts concerning the moral condition appear to be 
reliable. Its object first, last, and all the time is avowedly the best political and moral 
good of all the people of this commonwealth. We would do better to read this for the- 
truth than the censored and garbled dispatches of the associated press. 

The New Herald, anew paper published within the bounds of our conference, con- 
ducted by good, clean men, and proclaiming the cause of prohibition, should receive our 
endorsement as a people. \ 

As a conference we are resolved that we will be well informed and in the acceptance of 
literature consistent with the fundamental issues of the church.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


In considering jhe work of God in the conference there is a variety of elements to take 
into account. These elements can be divided into two classes; first, the forces that are in 


‘operation, and second, the results that have been achieved. The results of gospel labor 


are spiritual and material. As material results of the year’s labor we have new churches at 
Emerald, York Center, and Three Lakes; churches near completion at Humbird and Bos- 
cobel; a new parsonage at Loyd, and more or less advancement made in paying indebted- 
ness on churches and parsonages at a number of points. In this connection we would state 
that several new parsonages are needed in the conference, and we would recommend that 
the work of securing them be pushed with increased earnestness. We would alsocallattention 
to the habit of contracting debts for churches and parsonages which has evidently become 
too prevalent among us. A debtis quite sure to become a means of discouragement to a 
society. Then, there is no time when money can be raised so easily for an enterprise as 
when itis new. It is very rarely that a church can secure outside help to pay an old debt. 
For this reason the’burden that remains falls upon the few members who already have their 
hands more than full. If the idea of debt is not entertained and the work of raising money 
vigorously pushed while the building is going up, the case wi]l be rare where any indebted- 
ness need remain. ‘The practice of contracting debt is both bad in principle and policy and 
should be abandoned. ‘The godly man expressed an important truth who said that the 
great triumvirate of evil in this world is ‘‘dirt, debt and the devil.” 

The spiritual results of the year, because of their nature, are not so easy to enumerate, 
There are, however, not a few substantial results and hopeful signs that can be mentioned. 
More or less faithful revival effort has been put forth in all the districts, and in a number 
of instances gratifying results have followed. The fruit of faithful pastoral labor is mani- 
fest on not a few circuits. New fields are opening to us at several] points in the conference, 
The general gatherings of the year have been good. Kight camp-meetings and a number 
of tent meetings have been held during the summer, The camp-meetings have been at- 
tended with an unusual degree of divine blessing and gospel fruitage. The efforts that 
have been put forth, the results that have followed and the divine blessing that has attended 
all make the past year one of special encouragement. 

Perhaps in no year of our history as a conference have we been called upon to mourn 
the loss by death of so large a number of our lay members as during the twelve months 
just past. We especially mourn and sympathize with our brethren of the ministry, Father 
Whitney and Charles Siggelkow because of the removal to the better world of their faithful 
companions and help-mates in the work of the Lord. 

’ In considering the forces that are in operation on our fields we find some interesting 
facts and some difficult problems. An encouraging feature is that for a number of years, 
as our preachers have increased in numbers and new men have come into our ranks, there 
has been a steady improvement in the ability, qualifications and general character of our 
ministry. A problem not easy to solve is that the increase in numbersand general strength 
of our ministry has not been attended by a corresponding increase in the results of gospel 
work. Fewnew fieldshave been opened ; in but a few instances has the membership on the old 
eircuits been increased, while on many fields there have been decided losses, and there is a 
question if devotion and conformity to the principles of Free Methodism are as emphatic 
as in former years. If there is any special and general defection in the ministry of the 
eonference to account for the discrepancy between their fruitage and their increasing gen- 
era! abilities, such defection is not apparent to your committee. A few things, however, 
might be mentioned that without question serve as hindrances to the work of God among 
us. First among these is insufficiency of ministerial support. A few years ago our minis- 
try was largely made up of single men. To-day, with rare exceptions, they are men of 
families. When a preacher’s thought and effort are strained to the utmost tension to settle 
the question of bread and butter, he has little time or energy left for the work of the min- 
istry. Moreover, under these conditions, it is exceedingly difficult for him to maintain 
that restful frame of mind, and prayerful spirit necessary to successful gospel work. The 
responsibility for lack’of ministerial support rests somewhat with the preacher, himself, 
but chiefly with the laity. On almost every field in the conference there should be more 
system, more sacrifice, and more united hard work on the part of the membership to secure 
proper support for the pastor. Some of our people do nobly, many do moderately, and a 
few on almost every circuit are not at all awake to their high privileges and grave respon- 
sibilities in these matters. We wish something might be said or done that would bring 


} 
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about a revolution in this respect. There is hardly a circuit in the conference that does 
what might be done for the pastor. It is not-only the solemn question of the comfort, or 
the suffering of families, but the future interests of the Wisconsin conference hinge largely 
at this point. To relieve this condition the ministry, both pastors and elders, should assist 
the official boards in forming-and executing scriptural and business-like systems for secur- 
ing ministerial support. If the pastor is careless and without order in management of the 
finances of the circuit and his own work in general he must not be surprised if he finds the 
work of raising his support conducted in the same way. Example is contagious, especially 
the example of a person who is called to lead. And then it must be acknowledged that 
when a preacher keeps full of the Spirit and pushes on his work with courage and success 
it is quite sure in a greater or less degree to affect his own support. However, we do not 
consider, as is sometimes erroneously stated, that this is the only, or chief element of min- 
isterial support. That the average salary for ministerial labor in our conference is too 
small we are fully persuaded. For the preacher who has a family the minimum salary 
should be $400 and parsonage, or $350 with fuel and parsonage. 

Another hindrance to the great work for which we are responsible is a lack of the spirit 
of aggressiveness. While we have become more cultured and more scholarly, we have 
become less determined, less fearless and less self-sacrificing on forward movements for 
the cause of God. We have enlisted not simply to hold the fort, but also and chiefly to 
wage a war of conquest for our King. We would recommend special thought and prayer 
on this subject.. While exhorting the ministry to aggressive effort we do not forget that 
obstacles to this work arise on their own fields. It is a cause of complaint that in many of 
the older societies the members object to the missionary efforts of their pastors when such 
efforts require them to be absent from any of the regular preaching services:at the home 
points. It is certainly a matter of great importance that the pastor givé close attention to 
his work and especially that he be present at-his preaching appointments. But a distinc- 
tion should be made between absence for personal gratification and absence to build up 
and extend the cause of God in his own and adjoining fields. If a new pointcan be opened 
or a neglected field receive the gospel by the aggressive efforts of the pastor the home soci- 
ety should gladly consent to have their pulpit filled part of the time by local help, since by 
this means the glorious gospel may be extended and precious souls brought into the king- 
dom of our Lord. A further hindrance to the accomplishment of our purpose is, we fear, 
a tendency to depend upon special help and evangelistic movements to secure conversions 
and gain new territory. We have no objection to these features of gospel work, but con- 
sider them highly desirable aids, but to depend upon them and excuse ourselves from effort 
when we do not have them is their abuse, and an abuse that is fatal to the work of God. 
To the preacher who enjoys the unction that abideth, who works like the successful physi- 
cian, lawyer or farmer,and who conducts his ministrations in wisdom, every month in the 
year will be the seed time, the waiting time and the harvest time, and all as the result of 
his own efforts. If he can secure special help for his work, so much the better, but if he is 
called and qualified to preach the everlasting gospel there will be results from his labors 
without special help. 

In conclusion we would state that there are three elements that go to make up a suc- 
cessful gospel preacher—the Holy Ghost, hard work and common sense. Every successful 
minister possesses all of these. In the degree that any one‘of them is wanting, in that 
degree there will be lack of success. 

In the Wisconsin conference of the Free Methodist church there are many things for 
which we should be thankful and there are many respects in which we can improve. 
Brethren, ‘‘Let us stir up the gift that is within us.”’

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


I.—ON STATE OF THE WORK. 


Your committee on state of the work would make the following report: Six camp- 
meetings have been held, besides the conference camp-meeting. Also two Fourth of July 
meetings, one of which was continued nearly a week. One good parsonage has ‘been built 
and two churches finished. One of the churches has an upstairs consisting of some seven 
rooms which is used as a parsonage. This building has been purchased this year. 


We note with regret a loss of forty-three members, as shown by our statistical report. — a 


A number of these had moved from the several circuits before last conference, others since, 
and some have been disposed of for infraction of Discipline. ei 
Revival work has been greatly hindered during the year by small-pox, yet over and ~ 
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above this there has beena manifest lack of a revival spirit in many quarters of our confer- 


-ence the greater part of the year. However, we are thankful to report a better condition as 
the conference year closed, revivals beginning to break out. We call attention to the lack 
of interest in our general quarterly meetings. They should be more generally attended. 
Our disciplinary rule on the announcement and observance of our quarterly fasts should be 
ee strictly observed. That we may be more efficient let us beware of heart and church 

ivisions. : 


II.—ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 


There are but few among us who deprecate learning, Asachurech we believe to edu- 
cate is a duty we owe to God, to ourselves and to humanity. Education and the religion of 
Jesus Christ go hand in hand; each needs and supplements the other. 

The logic of the Apostle Paul, backed by the energy of the Holy Ghost, has for centuries 
shook the world and is still helping to mould the character and destiny of millions. From 
the lips of Luther, ‘‘the Master of Arts,’’ sounded forth such profound and masterly argu- 
ments as shook the eastern continent. The hill tops and valleys of Switzerland and Ger- 
many echoed with decisive truth until the very heavens became a sounding board which 
eaused aright-about face in the whole Christian world. The learned Wesleys and White- 
field from the halls of learning started a stream of religious intelligence and of grace that 
has flooded the world. So with the burning eloquence of Melancthon, Fletcher, Watson, 
Bramwell, Asbury, Coke, and a host of others who through God did valiantly. 

However, we deprecate the hue and ery of this temporizing age, ‘“‘Give us educated 
men—men who by their learning can humble the atheist and infidel and confound the op- 
poser.”’ The great apostle has long since in thunder tones that may be heard above this 
din and roar said, ‘‘Not many wise men after thedlesh, not many mighty, not many noble 
are called.’’ Then education is not the thing of greatest importance. It is not for the lack 
of education that the cause of God lies bleeding from a thousand wounds; but for the want 
of men of deep, fervent piety who possess a fidelity to conviction. When others fall they — 
will stand like a beaten anvil to the stroke; when others let go they will cling to the high 
hand ofheayen. It is not book lore that this apostate, decaying age needs, but men bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost and fire who are pressing on in their unconquerable quest for 
souls. The great need of the hour is holy men of God who will toiland be patient. 

We believe in an educated ministry, for a mind untrained is like an uncultivated gar- 
den ora vine without props, left to creep along the lower realms of thought; but we do 
deplore that kind of learning which smells of the musty walls and smoke of lamps, which 
expatiates the whys and wherefores of all things in general and specifies nothing, timid and 
afraid to beard the lion in his den, afraid to force an issue or handle sin without gloves or 
preach the truth without apology, an inflated head ready at every chance to ventitself. Such 
learning should be relegated to the background of eternal forgetfulness. When such edu- 
‘cation has gained the ascendency it is the deplorable history of the church that the edu- 
eated ministers monopolize the pulpits and their unlearned, yet more humble and success- 
ful brother minister is branded as a crank or is respectfully superannuated. Ue 

However, we place no premium on ignorance.. We would recommend that our minis- 
ters make due pulpit preparation for the reason that we cannot tell others what we our- 
selves do not know. Like Vulcan, who in his immortal armor forged thoughts for the gods, 
so the minister of the gospel should be endued with power from on high, and in his study, 
on his knees, and in the midst of his books forge immortal truth for his people. ‘Study 
to show thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth,” is the admonition of Paul. ; . 

We further recommend that when your children arrive at a suitable age you patronize 
at least one of our schools. Orleans Seminary should be heartily supported by us as a peo- 
ple, Under the present administration we believe if all will lend a helping hand we may 
succeed. Weare pleased to note the tokens of its prosperity, both educationally and finan- 
cially. The present principal, W. W. Bruce, is a man of marked ability and piety. 
John W. Thomas having been appointed financial agent of this institution for the ensuing 
year. we trust our people will give him a hearty welcome, and we urge our preachers espe- 
cially to assist him in his labor in the interest of the school. 


III.—ON PUBLICATIONS. 4 


\ Asa people we hold that good literature in our homes is necessary to our success as a 
church. Holding as we do to Bible doctrine, we will not support any religious publication 
i h it in its purity. q y L 
Setar dcereninational Breer the Free Methodist, is ably edited, and is free from fictitious 
matter, and filled with articles calculated to inspire confidence in the doctrines held so 
sacred by us. We cannot be well informed Free Methodists without it. We regret that 
the editorial pages are so silent on the subject of prohibition. We regard silence on this 
great subject as sufficient ground for alarm. We heartily endorse and appreciate the efforts 


; of the Free Methodist to make the ministers and members of our church feel the import- 





ance and necessity of Christian education ; but we see a rock in this channel upon which 
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other churches have wrecked their ministry—it is the attempt to substitute an educated 
ministry for those, who, though ignorant in worldly wisdom, yet through God have been 
“mighty in pulling down strongholds.** In the past God has called into his service many 
learned men, as Moses, Paul, etc. He also has called a few like Gideon and his company, 
with their pitchers and lamps; David and his sling ; Samson with his ‘“‘jaw-bone of an ass,” 
and Shamgar, who smote six hundred Philistines, hip and thigh, with his ox-goad. 

We recognize the Missionary Tidings as the organ of our missionary work, and con- 
sider it the best channel through which we can keep in touch with this work and with our 
faithful missionaries now in the foreign field. We also reeommend the Sabbath-school lit- 
erature, sent out by our publishing house, as the very best, and strongly urge its use in all 
our schools. We believe the Earnest Christian to be a magazine devoted to the spreading 
of scriptural holiness over the land in harmony with the work of the church. 

We are pleased to note the growth and prosperity of our publishing interests and the 
increased number of good books recently brought out; and we recommend that our publi- 
cations be more prominently recognized by our ministers as standard works. We learn 
with pleasure that our publishing agents have so conducted the business committed to 
their care that the financial standing of our publishing house with banking houses and other 
business enterprises is first-class. 


IV.—ON REFORMS. 


We rejoice that as a church we have our place in the front ranks on reform, and if we 
“remove not the ancient landmarks which our fathers have set,’’ we shall meet every issue 
of the day in the fear of God and take our stand on the side of righteousness and truth. 
We reaffirm our opposition to the liquor traffic, Romanism, tobacco, and the secret society 
system, and pledge ourselves by voice and yote to maintain a warfare against the same. 

We feel that evil speaking is one of the devil’s mighty weapons to destroy the work of 
God and create divisionamong us. Many of our preachers neglect to read Mr. Wesley’s ser- 
mon on ‘‘Eyil Speaking,’ according to paragraph 139, page 68, of the Discipline. Butsimply 
reading it will be of no avail unless we practice it ourselves and kindly reprove those who 
violate the Bible rule to ‘‘Speak evil of no man.’ Brethren, can we not start a reform on 
the line of evil speaking that will drive this curse from our midst? 

We desire to call attention to family government and advise a radical reform on this 
line. We deplore the fact that so many children of Free Methodist parents either connect 
themselves with worldly churches or else continue in the world without God. We believe 
that if parents will ‘‘command their children and their household after them,’’ and train 
up their children in the way they should go, when they are old they will not depart from 
it. If we fail in getting our children saved, what hope have we of reaching others? May 
God impress on our hearts the importance of bringing up our children for God. 

We would further call attention to chapter 10, on page 85, of the Free Methodist Dis- 
cipline, and we believe if these rules were observed by the class leaders and stewards, that 
fewer of our preachers would be compelled to labor with their hands and could deyote their 
entire time and energies to God’s work. 

We deem it profitable to ‘‘stir up your pure minds’’ on the dress question by putting” 
you in remembrance that it is ‘‘the little foxes that spoil the vines,’’ and that slight depar- 
tures from plainness in dress will at last result in wholesale conformity to the world. 

We are convinced that in order for us to maintain our position of opposition to every- 
thing that is opposed to godliness, we must be clear and definite in the experience of regen- 
eration and entire sanctification, Wedeplore the lack of definite holiness preaching and 
teaching by some of our ministers, and that so many of our people mistake a blessing for’ 
the experience of entire sanctification, which delivers us from all sin and gives us ‘‘perfect 
love that casteth out fear.’’ We think this is the cause of the unsettled condition of affairs. 
among us, and the vacillating experience of some, and we insist on a reform on this line. 
We pray that God may help us as preachers to keep before the people the Bible standard of 
justification, and the necessity of every believer being sanctified wholly. Let us be straight 
in theory, positive and definite in experience, and practical and clean in life. 


V.—ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS.,. 


We, as a conference, deem it especially necessary in these days of formality and spirit- 
ual decline to urge the older members of our church to greater earnestness in our Sabbath-. 
school work. In many places our schools are hindered on account of the lack of interest 
by the older members. Parents should insist upon their children being at the place ap- 
pointed at the regular hour for Sabbath-school, and not only send their children, but be 
there themselves. No factor except home training has so great an influence upon the life 
of the child as the Sabbath-school. We appreciate the pureness and unworldliness of the- 
Free Methodist literature and urge upon our members the importance of its use. The - 
future success of our church depends largely on the spiritual training of our children, and’ 
it should be the united effort of every officer and teacher to endeavor to lead them to Christ..

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II.—ON TEMPERANCE, 


As to temperance according to the modern acceptation of the term we regard it as too 
mild. Temperance as applied by the average person of to-day means the moderate use of 
liquors, at least as a medicine. This is just as good as the devil would ask, and as a result 
we see displayed on the shelves of drug stores, and in many instances grocery stores, bot- 
tles containing preparations that are sold and used for beverage purposes, under the guise 
of medicine. Such are Peruna, Wild Cherry Bitters, and many others that we could men- 
tion. Especially do we wish to “call your attention to the malt extracts that are being sold 
and recommended for mothers and infants, which is a device of the devil to create an ap- 
petite among children for beer. 

Since the liquor dealers’ associations are passing flaming temperance resolutions, we 
think it high time for the churches to take an advanced step. We therefore recommend 
total abstinence and absolute prohibition as the only ground of safety. We can never be 
efficient workers in the cause of temperance and prohibition until we have entirely severed 
our connection with the vile and hell populating business. The liquor traffic, under the 
license system, is parading our beautiful country, blighting, withering and cursing with its 
iron grasp the entire political fabric of our glorious republic, thereby undermining the 
fundamental principles upon which this government was constructed, namely, life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness. We asa Free Methodist church believe that the liquor traffic 
cannot be legalized without sin. Therefore, as the law making power lies within the bal- 
lot, and the voters cast the ballots, the individual who votes with any party that stands for 
the legalization of the accursed traffic commits sin. ,We therefore recommend that as a 
church we pledge ourselves to vote as we pray and to support by our ballots only such polit- 
ical parties as are antagonistic to the licensed liquor traffic as shown in their platforms. 
We further recommend that our people so far as possible, subscribe for and read the 
New Voice, published at Chicago, Illinois.

REPORT OF THE PUBLISHING AGENT 


Your agent is very glad to state that during the past year his health and that of his 
assistant, has been very good, and we have been enabled to be at our posts with hardly an 
intermission during the entire year. The business has been, we think, steadily on the in- 
erease, and the figures will show that there has been a decided decrease in our indebted- 
ness and an increase in our assets. 

Turn Free Metuopist.—The Free Methodist is still holding itsown. We have much to 
contend with. Other publications are taken by our members, and some of our preachers 
do not take the paper. The result is that they are ignorant of many things concerning our 
church. It can easily be shown that there is no periodical published at $1.50 per year 
that has as much solid reading matter in it, as our paper. I wish the committee would as 
individuals just compare other exchanges with the Free Methodist, and they will see at a 
glance that we are giving more reading matter than any with which we exchange. Nearly 
thirteen pages are filled with reading matter, one page to religious notices, and two with 
advertising, mostly our own business—Sunday-school supplies and books. 

The circulation is now at its highest mark in its history, and the prepaid system has 
come to stay. But few complaints are received about not receiving the paper regularly, 
and in many of these cases, the fault is not at this office. 

Our Pusuications.—We are glad to read the reports of the minutes of our conferences 
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recommending the different publications of the office, and to know that the conferences 
are taking so much interest in the Publishing House business. 

The cireulation of our Sunday-school papers is steadily on the increase. When we 
purchased them from T. B. Arnold the circulation was about 12,700; now it is about 17,500. 
In August we mailed nearly 19,000 copies of each paper. The quarterlies are also gaining, 
yet there are many schools which take other publications because they say they are cheaper. 
When men choose quantity instead of quality, there is not much hope for them. 

‘The Missionary Tidings for the children’s issue, in order to comply with the post-office 
regulations, is now published as a quarterly, and can be used any Sunday that the school 
may choose. 

Tue Boox DrrartMENT.—The book department shows an increase. It must be borne 
in mind that our profits are necessarily small from the fact that our discounts are from 
15 to 40 per cent. and our preachers must have from 25 to 30 per cent, so that little margin 
remains for us, and from these margins we must pay all expenses. So far our losses have 
not been very great. We have some slow payers, but they get there after awhile. 

Our finances are now in shape where we can buy in large quantities and secure better 
rates, and sometimes a further discount for cash on our publications, and we are enabled 
to do better for both ourselves and our customers. 

Your agents are confident, however, that we must strike out and increase our sales. 
Our meetings are being visited by those who represent other publishing interests, and we 
must use every legitimate means to secure our share of the patronage. If we do not help 
ourselves, the business world will not. Westill keep to the practice of paying promptly. 
Our method is to pay every month so that we are called cash buyers. 

Tue Financtan Report.—October Ist, 1900, we owed money borrowed for the Publish- 
ing House, $3990.00. This has all been paid so that now all we are paying interest on is 
what we call the annuity funds, or funds that have been given to the Publishing House 
subject to interest during the lives of the donors. This interest amounts annually to $161.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT PUBLISHING AGENT 


The principal report having been made by the publishing agent it falls tome to make 
a statement of the manufacturing and circulating interests of the Publishing House. 

Since the last meeting we have manufactured and placed upon the market the follow- 
ing: 1000 First-Day Sabbath, 32 pages and cover, price 10 cents; 500 Digest of Free Meth- 
odist Law, 130 pages, cloth, 60 cents; 2250 copies of Combined Minutes, 272 pages; 10,000 
Tracts on Free Methodist Church, 8 pages. We have issued editions of the following: 
500 Free Methodist Hymn Books; 100 Life of Redfield; 494 Class Books; 508 Disciplines ; 
105,000 Miscellaneous Tracts, 2 pages. We have issued with our imprint, 300 copies of 
Vest Pocket Commentary at 25 cents; 100 of the same, interleaved, at 50 cents. We have 
also made 200 copies of Sketches and-Incidents, 336 pages in cloth, for C. M. Damon, and 
1200 copies of catalogue for Greenville College. 

In our report of last year we mentioned that the plates of the Free Methodist Hymn 
Book were so defective as to require new composition in many instances. We have reread 
the entire book and have corrected and revised 125 pages, thus restoring it to a salable 
condition. 

The circulation of the Free Methodist based upon the actual number printed weekly is 
350,520 copies for the year, an average of 6,740 each week, an increase of 384 copies over 
the weekly average of last year. 

The number of copies of Missionary Tidings printed for the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society during the year was 29,000, an average of 2,416 for each month. The num- 
ber of copies printed for-Sunday-school purposes was 31,000, or an average of 7,827 for each 
quarter. Tocomply with the postal regulationsit has been found necessary to issue the Sun 
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day-school edition under a separate title and-asa quarterly publication. For the same rea- 
son the Infant Class has been changed from a weekly to a monthly, with weekly parts. 

The following is a summary of the number of copies of each publication issued, with 
the average for each quarter, week or month as the case may be: 

Teacher’s Quarterly, 6,512; Scholar’s Quarterly, 17,312; Intermediate Quarterly, 5,187; 
Primary Quarterly, 6,500: Scholar’s Lesson Leaf, 11,375; Intermediate Lesson Leaf, 3,375; 
Infant Olass, 13,880; Sunday-school papers, 17,541; Missionary Tidings, 2,416; Missionary 
Tidings, Sunday-school edition, 7,825; Free Methodist, 6,740. 

A few months ago we arranged with Mr. Hall, publishing agent of the Weeleyan de- 
nomination, to supply his schools with the Infant Class until a sufficient number of sub- 
scriptions shall have been obtained to warrant the issuing of a similar publication by his 
own house. During the last quarter we supplied over 1400 copies for this purpose. 

Nearly a year ago we placed a small advertisement in the annual minutes of the Pen- 
tecostal Holiness churches, which was endorsed by the agent of that body with the result 
that we now have a number of their schools on our list. 

The receipts from advertising are $754.14, an increase of $45.67 over those of last year. 

The printing department is being run with economy, and the present foreman is will- 
ing and obliging, doing all within his power to meet the requirements of the situation.

The roll was called and the following members responded: E. P. Hart, G. W. Cole- 
man, B. R. Jones, W. A. Sellew, S. K. J. Chesbro, B. Winget, W. H. Clark, W. B. Olmstead, 
J. F. Garrett, Mary L. Coleman, Helen Hart Jones. 

The treasurer read his report (see report) and on motion it was adopted. 

The following paper was read by the treasurer: ‘‘I wish to call the attention of the 
board to some things, and request their decision. I have for the last two years refused to 
pay in advance any money to claimants during the intervals of conference, as it makes 
more or less work, and as the Discipline distinctly states that these amounts are to be paid 
by the superintendent at the annual conference. I have thought that this was the proper 
way todo. If the board think otherwise, I wish them to give their opinion. 

‘*Another point on which I wish you to give your opinion: Should not the blanks filled 
out by the applicants for this fund, in every case, be sent to the treasurer to be filed? 
Superintendent Sellew is the only one who sends these to me. If this is the proper way, 
should there not be uniformity in the matter? Some of the conferences do not send a list 
of their claimants to me at all, and I have a great deal of trouble in getting at the facts. 
If these blanks were all sent to me it would be no difficult matter to know what was due © 
for claimants. 

‘**T notice that under some superintendents, there is a visible increase of allowance of 
claimants, while under others, there is a decrease. The increase this year is very marked. 
Unless some uniformity can be established, this fund will soon be over-burdened and in a 
few years it will be impossible to raise the assessments. 

‘**T still have great difficulty in getting reports from the conferences. I have urged the 
Superintendents to make special request to the secretaries, to send in these reports at once. 

*T trust that at your meeting this fall, you may fix upon some uniform plan in regard 
to these matters, for unless we are careful the whole thing will eventually break down,”’ 

It was moved and carried to instruct the treasurer in remitting claim of F. H. Horton 
of the California conference, to send $75.00, instead of $150. 

It was moved and carried that the filled blanks of applicants be forwarded to S. K. J. 
Ohesbro by the secretaries of the annual conferences; the amount allowed to be endorsed 
on the back of each application. 

On motion the board voted to adopt the recommendation of the treasurer that thirty 
cents per member be the amount of apportionment for claimants for the coming year.

FOURTH SESSION 
FIRST SITTING 


The annual meeting of the General Missionary Board of the Free Methodist church, 
was held at the Free Methodist Publishing House, 14-16 North May street, Chicago, Illinois, 
October 15. 1901, at 2 p. m. 

Superintendent B. R. Jones, president of the board, called the meeting to order and 
presided. 

According to the action of the board at its last annual meeting a half hour was devoted 
to reading the scripture and in united prayer for God’s blessing on the foreign missionary 
work. By request of the president of the board, these exercises were conducted by 
B. Winget. 

The secretary called the roll, and the following members answered to their names: 
B. R. Jones, E. P. Hart, G. W. Coleman, W. A. Sellew, S. K. J. Chesbro, B. Winget, W. B. 
Olmstead, T. Heavisides, A. Yates, Mary L. Coleman, W. H. Clark, Ella L. McGeary, 
Helen Hart Jones, J. F. Garrett. ; 

The secretary gave the following report of the work of the directors: The directors 
did not have a formal meeting during the past year, but a majority of them met to- 
gether and considered the recommendations of J. T. and Mrs. J. T. Taylor, and of M. E. 
and Mrs. M. E. Clarke for India, and the secretary sent the reeommendations of the before } 
mentioned persons to Burton R. Jones and Mary L. Coleman,. who were the absent 
directors, and upon the unanimous approval of all, Mr. and Mrs. J. T. Taylor were ac- 
cepted as missionaries, and appointed to Yeotmal, India, and left New York for India, 
January 19,1901. Mr. and Mrs. M. E. Clarke were also unanimously accepted as mission- 
aries and appointed to Yeotmal, India, and left New York for India September 4, 1901. 

On motion the report was adopted. 

The secretary read his report, which, on motion, was received. (See report.) 

The treasurer read his report which, on motion, was adopted. (See report.) 


MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS 


The board proceeded to ballot for two directors. W.B. Olmstead and Mary L. Cole- 
man having received a majority of the votes cast, were declared elected. 

The board proceeded to consider the request of the treasurer for instruction with refer- 4 
ence to the disposal of the ‘Charles Austin”’ tract fund, $225.00 of which had been loaned 
by the treasurer and secretary of the board on the Free Methodist church property at Ilion, 
New York. 

On motion the action of the treasurer and secretary in loaning the money was approved- 


—— a 
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On motion the board requested the trustees of the General Conference to permit 
the Herkimer Free Methodist society to retain the $225 already loaned it by the 
secretary and treasurer, without interest, until September, 1902, and if the tract, entitled 
“Bible Warnings,’’ be not found by the before mentioned date, the two hundred and 
twenty-five dollars be given the society absolutely. 

The treasurer presented the matter of the ‘‘Samuel Anderson” fund of $1500, and asked 


_ for instructions concerning its investment. 


On motion it was voted to appoint a committee to loan said fund on good security. 

On motion W. A. Sellew and S. K. J. Chesbro were appointed said committee. 

B, Winget, who was appointed a committee at the last annual board meeting to sell the 
Anderson house and lot at Summerfield, Ohio, reported as follows: Your committee 
appointed at our last annual meeting, to sell the Anderson property, located at Summer- 
field, Ohio, consisting of a house and lot, went to Summerfield and looked the property 
over, and made inquiry of reliable persons in regard to its value, and sold it for $287.50, 
$110.00 of which was paid at the time of sale, $90.00, October 1, 1901, and the remainder, 
*$87.50, was secured by note from Anderson made payable on or before April 1, 1902, with- 
out interest. The cash received has been paid over to the treasurer. 

On motion the report was adopted. 

On motion it was voted that the proceeds from the sale of said property go into the 
general fund. 

The treasurer presented the matter of the investment of the John Wilson fund of $670, 
given for a mission in Sweden, and asked for advice in regard to loaning the same. 

On motion it was voted that the treasurer be instructed to loan said money to John 
Wilson, at five per cent., in case he is willing to accept it, otherwise W. A. Sellew and 
S. K. J. Chesbro be a committee to invest the same. 

The matter of the investment of the McKinley and Myers funds, was presented to the 
board by the treasurer, 

On motion the aforesaid committee was instructed to invest these funds. 

On motion the board adjourned to meet at 6:30 p. m. 


SECOND SITTING 


The board met pursuant to appointment at its usual place at 6:30 p. m., President 
B. R. Jones in the chair. 

Devotional exercises consisting of singing and prayer were conducted by J. Garrett. 

On motion the calling of the roll was omitted. 

Minutes of the previous sitting were read, corrected and approved. 

The missionary secretary nominated J. P. Brodhead for superintendent of the mission 
at Fairview and Ebenezer, Africa, and, on motion, he was appointed. 

G. H. Agnew was nominated for superintendent of the work at Johannesburg and 
Inhambane, Africa, and, on motion, was appointed. 

VY. G. MeMurry was nominated for superintendent of the mission at Yeotmal, India, 
and, on motion, was appointed. 

The secretary read a letter from W. G. Hanmer, general conference evangelist, and his 
annual report, which is as follows: 

Warrrioo, Iowa, October 14, 1901. 
To THE GenrRaL Misstonary Boarp or THE FREE Mrruopist CHURCH: 

Mr. President and Members of the Missionary Board:—At the present time we are 
engaged in the ‘‘battle of Waterloo,’’ which prevents me from meeting with you in your 
annual meeting. This is the sixth week of our meeting here. We have had the tabernacle 
pitched on both sides of the river (the river divides the city). After much investigation, 
prayer and effort we have found an open and largely neglected field, on the west side of 
the city, where we are now operating. It has required an earnest and persistent effort to 
gain attention and work up an interest. God has greatly helped and encouraged us. At

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the present writing the meeting is full of promise of good for the future. Before we close 
we expect to organize and secure church property. Years ago we had a flourishing society 
and church here. Some of our strongest men have preached and labored in these parts. 
Some six or seven years ago a spirit of censoriousness and division crept into the society, 
which led to fanaticism and various inconsistencies. The result was that the whole society 
was destroyed, the church property sold and the field abandoned. T. H. Fenwick, our 
pastor at Cedar Falls, had felt for some time that a new effort should be made in Waterloo. 
Some came and undertook it, knowing but little of the crooked and disastrous history of 
the past. After getting on the field, we were not long in finding this out. Notwithstand- 
ing years have passed those irregularities and inconsistencies still exist in the minds of the 
people. Such a state of things almost effectually blocks our way, and shuts us off and out 
from the attention and confidence of the people. It is to our shame and to be deeply de- 
plored that we have many fields in a similar condition. Under such circumstances it is 
extremely difficult to do anything. Yet God, by his Spirit and grace, has helped us and 
enabled us to break through all these barriers, but it has taken much precious time, prayer 
and persistent effort. 

During the year we have held special meetings at the following places: 

Mitwavuxkezx, Wisconstn.—Our meeting of several weeks there in December and the 
first of January was timely and successful. We found the society in a disheartened and 
discouraged condition. The Lord graciously helped us and much good was done. The 
old members were renewed and encouraged and sixteen new members were added. Much 
help was realized in the Sunday-school. More teachers were secured, and some of the 
children were converted. Over forty adults and children experienced either saving or 
sanctifying grace. 

Concorpia, Kansas.—We found a young society of eight members there, battling and 
struggling heroically for Christ and his cause. They were making strenuous efforts to get 
their new church completed and out of debt. We had an excellent meeting there. God 
gave us the respect and attention of the people from the first. We saw at once that the 
opportunity was ours, not only to haye areyival, but to push their church enterprise through 
to a successful issue. When the climax was reached in the meeting we raised one hundred 
and seventy-five dollars—-the amount needed to complete the enterprise, and dedicated the 
ehurch. Thirty-five or more were definitely benefitted—saved or sanctified. Thirteen 
joined the church the first time the doors were opened. A number more would follow. A 
general interest was created in the church and Sunday-school. f 

Nsrosuo, Missourt.—We spent a short time there and dedicated the church. The peo- 
ple in that country are very poor and stingy, slow and hard to move. It took a protracted 
and laborious effort to raise a small amount of money to clear the church of debt. On our 
return North, we spent a few days at Carthage and Kansas City. 

Des Mornss, Iowa.—We spent a number of weeks in the capital city. The work 
moves slowly there, but it moves. It was our third visit. The changeable weather and pre- 
vailing sickness with other things correspondingly unfortunate, made it almost impossible 
for us to do much, but the Lord helped us and a few were brought, out fully for God and 
took the ‘‘narrow way.’’ Six members joined the society, heads of families that promise to 
be helpful and substantial members. 

At the close of the winter we spent a short time at Beresford, South Dakota. We had 
some excellent meetings with saving and sanctifying results. 

Tonkawa, Ox~taHoma.—In the early spring we held a tabernacle meeting there which 
stirred the whole town, especially the preachers and saloon keepers. The Spirit of God 
moved mightily on the people. The truth burned and ‘‘ran like fire in dry stubble.” It 
stirred the devil and the people, and brought on opposition and persecution. The world, 
the lodge, churches and saloons seemed to be in league with the devil, in one great com- 
bine against God and the Bible way to heaven. Nevertheless, God worked, some were 
saved and sanctified and we organized a class of ten members. 

BrowERVILLE, Minnesota.—We had an old-fashioned camp-meeting there. The woods 
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around were all alive with prayer-meetings. From first to last the meeting was full of fire, 
power and momentum. It ran over three Sundays. The whole country for miles around 
was stirred. Powerful conviction attended the word which led to clear and grand deliver- 
ances in justification and sanctification. Over one hundred persons were either saved, 
reclaimed or sanctified wholly, and we received thirty-five new members into the church 
on the camp-ground. 

Jopuin, Missourt.—We were there during the intense heat and drought in July, and 
were privileged to be there when, in answer to prayer the awful spell was broken—when 
the pouring rain flooded the dry and parched ground. Simultaneously with the pour 
ing rain began a great thanksgiving service to the God of heaven and earth. It 
was a glorivuus and memorable service. Wespent two weeks there and organized a class 
of thirteen, with a good prospect of more to follow. 

Brastey, Mississtpp1.—The camp-meeting there accomplished great things for our 
work in the South. Wrongs were righted, difficulties removed, and a new start given to 
the work. The brethren and sisters took on new courage and strength, and promised to 
stand by the Free Methodist cause in the South as they had never done before. This 
meeting was specially timely and helpful. A number were added to the church. 

We also attended camp-meetings at Tonawanda, New York, and Conrad, Iowa. 

We have labored in eight States during the year, and in all the meetings where we have 
labored over three hundred persons have found the great salvation.

Your action at the last board meeting in providing for my full support has enabled me 
to visit more distant and needy fields than I otherwise could have done. Rev. W. M. Kelsey 
started out with me as helper in the fall, but was not able to continue. He took cold and 
had a siege of la grippe, and afterwards concluded that he could not stand the changes and 
inconveniences incident to the evangelistic work. At the present time I have with me part 
of a band of workers. Iam praying and planning to get out a full band of men, with 
strong voices, who can sing and shout the praises of God as well as pray, believe and labor 
for the salvation of the lost. Unquestionably one of the greatest needs of the church and 
the age is a strong, radical, aggressive evangelistic movement. Some friends of evangelism 
have offered to give me some financial assistance to get such a movement started.

The secretary read a communication from Samuel McCauley Jackson, concerning the 
Bureau of Missionary Information, for which the approval of the board was desired. 

The By-laws and Constitution proposed for said Bureau, were also read by the secretary. 

On motion W. A. Sellew was appointed to prepare a suitable reply to the above com- 
munication, and present his reply at the next meeting of the board. 

The secretary read a letter from H. L. Crockett, in which he presented the resignation 
of himself and wife, as missionaries under the board. 

On motion their resignations were accepted. 

On motion the board voted to allow them an additional amount, sufficient to make 
half salaries for the past year. 

The secretary presented the matter of missionary work in Japan. 

On motion it was voted to continue the work in Japan, and to send American mission- 
aries, if suitable persons can be secured. In case they cannot be secured, to continue the 
work under the native workers, with the same supervision as last year. 
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The secretary presented the following resolution of thanks to Rev. H. Lindstrom, for 
his interest in and care for our work in Japan: 

Wuereas, Rey. H. Lindstrom has looked after our work and workers in Japan very 
satisfactorily, and upon his return to America, provided for our work to be cared for 
during his absence, the same as his own, and has done all of this without accepting of 
financial remuneration, therefore, 

Resolved, That we express our thanks to him, and our hearty appreciation of the serv- 
ice rendered. , 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

The secretary presented the following resolution of thanks to Rev. F. O Bergstrom, 
for his service rendered in connection with our work in Japan: : 

Wuereas, Rev, F. O. Bergstrom has kindly looked after our work and workers in 
Japan, without financial compensation, since H. Lindstrom returned to America, therefore, 

Resolved, That we express our grateful appreciation and thanks for the efficient service 
he has rendered to us, and to the work of our common Lord. 

On motion the resolution was adopted. 

On motion the secretary was instructed to send copies of the above resolutions to each 
of the persons therein named. 

The secretary made a statement concerning famine funds in the hands of the missiona- 
ries in India, and gave some suggestions from them in regard to using said funds in buying 
land to provide an industrial farm for the orphans under their care, and also concerning 
the use of a portion of said funds in building hospitals at the orphanages at Yeotmal. 

On motion the board approved of the missionaries at Yeotmal using surplus famine 
funds for the support of orphans not otherwise provided for. 

It was moved and carried to adjourn to meet at 9 a. m., Oetober 16. 


THIRD SITTING 


The Missionary Board met according to appointment October 16, at 9a. m., at 14 North 
May street. President B. R. Jones presided. 

Devotional exercises consisted of singing, and prayer by W. A. Sellew. 

The roll was called. (See roll.) 

The minutes of the previous sitting were read, corrected and approved. 

W. A. Sellew, the committee appointed to prepare a reply concerning Bureau of Mis- 
sionary Information, reported as follows: 

The committee to whom was submitted the proposed Constitution for Bureau of Mis- 
sionary Information. would submit the following report: The proposed Bureau seems in 
every way desirable,and so far as we can see there is nothing objectionable connected with it. 
The only doubtful matter seemed, to us, to be that of expense. Ina circular letter accom- 
panying the draft of the Constitution occurs the following as one of the conditions upon 
which the Bureau is organized: 

‘Sth, It is the distinct understanding of the conference that large expense is not con- 
templated in the inauguration of this Bureau, nor appeals to boards or churches, that the 
work shall be done at as little cost as practicable, and that no financial obligation shall be 
incurred, which there shall not be funds to discharge.”’ 

We, therefore, reeommend that the missionary secretary be instructed to write the sec- 
retary of the Bureau that we approve of its establishment, and of the adoption of the pro- 
posed Constitution and By-Laws, with the preferred form for the Governing Board.

On motion the report of the committee was adopted. 

The board took up the question concerning the use of famine funds in the hands of the 
missionaries in India. 

The secretary presented the following resolution, which was, on motion, adopted: 

Wuersas, Our missionaries at Yeotmal, in their annual business meeting, requested 
that the board authorize them to use, not to exceed $300.00 each for the building of two 
hospitals, one at each of our Grolaasees at Yeotmal, India, and { 
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Wuereas, They have asked the approval of the board for the purchase of a quantity of 
land for an Industrial Home for the orphans, which may be located at too great a distance 
from Yeotmal, for the utilizing of these hospitals, and 

Wuerenas, We think when the children are sick, one building divided into two parts, 
one for the boys and the other for the girls, could be built cheaper than tw separate build- 
ings, and might meet the needs of the orphans, therefore, 

Resolved, That we recommend that our missionaries carefully consider the foregoing 
‘suggestions, and any other facts relating to the wisdom of the expenditure of much money 
for hospitals at Yeotmal: 

Resolved, That we approve of the use of sufficient money from the reserve famine funds 
to meet the present needs of the orphans for hospital accommodations, 

Also the following resolution offered by the secretary was adopted : 

Wuereas, Our missionaries at Yeotmal have taken action in their last annual business 
meeting in regard to securing 1000 or 1500 acres of land for an Industrial Home for our 
orphans, and have made request that we authorize them to purchase a suitable piece of 
land for this purpose, if one can be found, and 

Wuernas, The superintendent of our work at Yeotmal has suggested that if our funds 
would not admit of our making an appropriation for buying the land, we might be willing 
to approve of any reserve famine funds they may have on hand, being used for this 
“purpose, therefore, 

Resolved, That we approve of their using reserve famine funds for this purpose. 

The question of salary for the General Conference Evangelist was taken up, and, on 
motion, it was ordered that full salary, $700, the same as last year, be paid. 

On motion it was voted to request the secretary to read the list of appropriations rec- 
ommended for foreign missions, to be submitted to the board for its consideration and 
approval. 

They were read. and it was voted to appropriate to the mission work already com- 
meneed in Africa and India, the several amounts recommended for these fields. 

On motion it was moved and carried to take from table question of sending nurse to 
India. 

On motion the board voted to send a nurse to India, as soon as a suitable person can be 
secured. : 

The applications of the following named persons who desired to be sent as missionaries 
to the foreign field, were presented to the board for its consideration : 

Mary E. Chynoweth, Burlington, Vermont; G. A. Thomas, Bancroft, Michigan; 
Rosa D. Hunter, Tionesta, Pennsylvania; Margaret A. Nickel, Los Angeles, California; 
Nathaniel A. Smith, A. M. Chesbrough Seminary, New York; Miss Harris, Seven Bridges, 
Pennsylvania. ’ 

It was voted to direct the secretary to write to Miss L. P. Appleby, that after due con- 
sideration, and especially in view of her age, the board does not deem it best to give her an 
appointment as a foreign missionary. It was also voted to instruct the secretary to send 
the same statement to A. D. and Mrs. A. D. Noyes. 

It was moved and carried to adjourn to meet at the call of the chair. 


FOURTH SITTING 


The Missionary Board met, pursuant to appointment, at its usual place, at 1:15 p. m., 
October 18, 1901. 

The president occupied the chair. 

Devotional exercises consisted of singing, and prayer by C. W, Stamp. . 

On motion the calling of the roll was omitted. 

The minutes of the previous sitting were read and approved. 

The application and recommendation of George A. Thomas were presented by the sec- 
retary. 

Pending action on his vase, it was moved and carried to send four missionaries to 
_Africa, provided suitable persons can be secured. 
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It was moved and carried that the directors be instructed to send Mary E. Chynoweth, 
as nurse to India, in case a more suitable person cannot be found before the time to send 
her. 

On motion Rosa D. Hunter was accepted as missionary. 

On motion George A. Thomas was accepted as a missionary to Inhambane, Africa, 
provided he secure a proper medical certificate. 

On motion Nathaniel Smith was accepted as a missionary to Africa, to be sent out as 
soon as the directors of the board think best. 

On motion Martha Harris was accepted for Africa on the same conditions. 

It was voted to accept Margaret A. Nickel asa missionary, the time of her going out 
and the place where she is to labor to be left with the directors of the board. 

It was voted that it is the judgment of the board that itis unwise at present to send mis- 
sionaries to Porto Rico or Cuba. 

It was voted to allow the remainder of the appropriations for foreign missions, which 
were first read by the secretary. 

It was voted that if before the meeting next year, any worthy and suitable persons 
shall offer themselves as candidates for foreign mission work, and the condition of the 
treasury will warrant it, the directors of the board may accept such persons and send them 
to any needy field, for which appropriations have been voted by this board. 

The treasurer’s report of amounts disbursed from the general missionary funds during 
the past year was given. (See report.) 

On motion the report was adopted. 

The secretary read the list of applications for aid from the General Mission Fund. 

It was ordered that the full amount requested for East End, Pittsburg and Alleghany 

2 allowed. 

It was ordered that the $100 requested for W. H. Wilson of the West Ontario conference 
be allowed in full. 

A. Yates requested to be excused from further attendance at thismeeting. His request 
was granted. 

T. Heavisides asked to be excused from further attendance. On motion his request 
was granted. 

Mrs, E. L. McGeary was also, at her request, excused from further attendance. 

Moved and carried to adjourn to meet at 6:30 p. m. 


FIFTH SITTING 


The board met according to adjournment at its usual place at 6:30 p. m. 

Devotional exercises consisted of singing, and prayer by G. W. Coleman. 

On motion the roll call was omitted. 

The minutes of the preceding sitting were read, corrected and approved. 

B. Winget presented the matter of a course of study and examinations for our mission- 
aries in India, and read the course of study of the Christian Missionary Alliance for its 
missionaries in India, and recommended the adoption of this course for our missionaries 
there. 

On motion the board took action requiring our missionaries in India to take the “Course 
of Study,.’’ pass the examinations, and follow the same directions in this matter, which the 
International Missionary Alliance requires of its missionaries. 

A failure to pass this course of study within three, or at the most within five years from 
the time of their arrival on the field, shall be considered a sufficient reason for discontinu- 
ing their relation to the board. 

The secretary read the following request from the missionaries in India in regan to 
some person to take charge of an industrial farm for our orphans: 

At the annual business meeting of our missionaries at Yeotmal, India, it was moved 
and carried that the board be asked to search for a young man who is a successful farmer, 
and a practical. all around business man, and handy in the use of tools to take Chena of 

phe prospective industrial farm for orphans. 
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; It was moved and carried to accept the recommendation and:approve of the secretary 
‘haying a notice published in the Free Methodist calling for a desirable man to take charge 
of the industrial farm. ss 

_ It was moved and carried to proceed with the question of General Missionary appro- 
priations. 
J. Graham requested to be excused, and, on motion, his request was granted. 
On motion adjourned to meet at 9 a. m. 


SIXTH SITTING 


The board met, pursuant to adjournment, at its usual place at9a.m. The president 
occupied the chair. 

Devotional exercises consisted of singing, and prayer by T. B. Adams. 

On motion, the calling of the roll was omitted. 

_ The minutes of the preceding sitting were read, corrected and approved. 

It was voted to adopt the report of the secretary. 

The board took up the matter of appropriations for general missions. 

It was ordered that $75.00 be allowed J. W. W. Kelley, of the Kentucky and Tennessee 
conference. 

_ The following list of appropriations for general missions was adopted. (See list of 
appropriations. ) 

On motion it was voted to appropriate a sum not to exceed $100. to aid Emma Appling 
in taking a year’s course of training in a hospital, with the understanding that, if for any 
reason she does not return to India as one of our missionaries within eighteen months from 
this date, the money shall be refunded. 

On motion adjourned to meet at the call of the chair. 





THE SECRETARY’S ANNUAL REPORT 


Dear Brethren :—The past year has been one of more than ordinary encouragement in 
our foreign missionary work, For this we are devoutly thankful to Him who has given us 
to bear a humble part in fulfilling his glorious purpose of carrying the ‘‘good tidings of 

; great joy to all people.’’ Our missionaries who returned from India, about a year ago in 
feeble health, are much better, with an encouraging prospect that they will soon be fully 
restored. 

We are pieased to inform you that the missionary spirit in the church is leading an 
increasing number to ofter themselves for the foreign field. 


AFRICA—INHAMBANE * 


Our faithful missionary, G. H. Agnew, who has sacrificed so much for Inhambane, has 
made his annual visit there, and sends an encouraging report of the state of the work. 
Fourteen native workers are now employed at an average salary of about thirty dollars a 
year. Brother Agnew thinks that the work is in great need of two young men from Amer- 
ica, to assist in the evangelistic work and oversee it, under his general superintendence. 
By having them spend a small portion of their time at either Johannesburg or Fairview, 
for their health, he thinks they might lakor at Inhambane the most of the time for years. 


AFRICA—JOHANNESBURG 


The war conditions still continue to hinder the resumption of our work at this place. 
It is hoped that it will soon be otherwise. It seems that our mission houses there have 
been broken into, but we trust little damage has been done. 


AFRICA—FAIRVIEW 


Our superintendent and his co-workers on this field give reports of increasing advance- ; 


ment of the work, both spiritual and temporal. The regular religious services have been 
well attended, and some special meetings have produced very encouraging fruit. The 
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class-meetings, one for enquirers from the natives on the station, one for Sister Allen’s 
girls, and one for members and probationers are fed, the first named by F. Grace Allen; 
the second by Mrs. Viletta Gray, and the third by Anna S. Brodhead. Evidently their 
meetings have been the means of doing much good. Sister Alien writes that the fourteen. 
members of her class have joined the church during the year, and so have been promoted 
to the church class. Thirty-eight still remain on her class-roll as seekers. The most of © 
these are raw heathen, who have very little idea of what it means to seek the Lord. Some 
of them say that they must ‘‘beseech their hearts’’ before they can come out and forsake 

all for Jesus. Ittook some of those who are now among the best Christians several years 
to ‘‘beseech their hearts’’ ere they forsook all for Christ. 

Anna S. Brodhead’s class has a membership of twenty-seven full members and thirty- 
seven probationers, sixty-four in all. She writes that, with two or three exceptions, all of 
those who have been near enough, have attended class very regularly. The need which 
was felt for a deeper spiritual work led Brother and Sister Brodhead to start a special holi- 
ness meeting, which they expect to continue weekly. Sister Brodhead has held a woman’s ~ 
afternoon meeting weekly,-nine months of the year. ; 

J. P. Brodhead writes about the work as follows: ‘‘Nearly the whole year has been ; 
marked with some kind of a religious meeting, almost daily. God has given some really © 
saved souls. A number have been taken into the growing class on probation, and others 
have been promoted to full membership. A number of the adults and infants have been 
baptized, and sacramental services have been held each quarter. The united labors of the 
white missionaries and native evangelists haye helped to make the past year one of blessing - 
and salvation. There has been a Sabbath-school forty-seven Sabbaths during the year, 

_ with an average attendance of ninety-five scholars and a good interest. W. C. Gray has 
acted as superintendent.”’ 

Sister Brodhead writés concerning the fruits of the prohibition law on their station, as — 
follows: ‘‘The station law against beer drinks has sent us some good new members, and 
among them are two men with their wives, whom there is reason to expect will soon become 
valuable helpers as regular, God-called evangelists.” 

The new dwelling house at Fairview is nearly completed, and will probably cost about 
$800, instead of $750. The additional cost is owing to war prices. The new building fora 
chapel and school-house is well toward completion, size about 30x60 feet. The past three 
years the natives have given over $200 toward its erection. This was given principally by 
our Christian natives. The past year they have given in collections ninety dollars. 

Four out-stations have been regularly supplied with services, with an average attend- 
ance at each one of thirty-five persons. Our missionaries are hoping to start schools at 
these stations soon. The schools on the station have had a year of prosperity. Thestation | 
school taught by Masala and his niece, has had an average attendance of forty scholars. 
The government grant for it was $130. j : 

Sister Allen’s Home School for Girls, or School for Runaway Girls, has had an encourag- 
encouraging year with an enrollment of forty-three scholars, and an average attendance of 
between twenty and thirty. Many of these have earnestly sought the Lord during the year. _ 
During the last term all of them sought God, and many, it is believed, received pardon and - 

. forgiveness. Sister Allen has had some special trials with the fathers of some of these girls. 
One of them threatened to kill himself and his two girls if they did not go home with him, but 
they did not go, and he did not kill himself. Another father who lives twenty miles from the 
school, whose girl had come all that distance alone and on foot that she might go to school _ 
and be a Christian, sent word to her that she was as good as dead and buried to him, and 
she must never come near his kraal again. 
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THE STATION LAND AT FAIRVIEW 
Not as satisfactory results have been realized from the cultivation of the land as we had 
expected. On this line of work expenses and income have about balanced. There are oy 
many drawbacks in farm work in Natal. ‘ 
Last spring the secretary received communications from J. P. Brodhead and W. Cr 
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Gray, which showed that from the time J. P. Brodhead took charge of the land until it was 
given in charge, principally, to W. C. Gray, income and expenses had about balanced, and 
the same had heen true since then. Both of them wrote that they thought that to continue 
to work the land in the future as they had been doing in the past, i. e., to raise the same 
products and cultivate the same amount of land, would give no better results. The other - 
missionaries were of the same opinion. W.O. Gray wrote that he had consulted with an 
old sugar planter in regard -to profit from raising sugar cane and he thought that the rais- 
ing of cane would be the most profitable use that could be made of our land. This planter 
lives only+a short distance from Fairview. When I was in Natal this was the leading 
industry along the coast. 
W.O. Gray wrote that Mr. Aiken, the sugar planter before referred to, made the fol- 
‘lowing statements: ‘‘Cane grown on the upland produces an average of one and one-half 
tons to the acre, every two years, as it takes two years to grow the crop. From one setting 
two or three crops are harvested. The sugar-mill gives the grower three-fifths of the net 
receipts. At one and one-half tons to the acre ten acres would yield fifteen tons. Three- 
fifths of this would be nine tons, which at $3.75 per hundred pounds would be $675 every 
two years, for four or six years.’’ The cost of planting, cultivating, cutting, handling, etc., 
he did not give, W.C. Gray thinks there is no doubt but what after all expenses are 
deducted there will be a good protit for the mission. The sugar planter offered to give 
W.C. Gray cuttings for ten acres of cane if he would comeand gather them. The estimate 
of the cost of preparing the land and planting ten acres is one hundred dollars. J.P. 
Brodhead and the other missionaries thought it would be best for W. ©. Gray to prepare 
ten acres of land and write to your secretary for one hundred dollars to meet the expense 
of planting it to cane, and he did so. Your secretary consulted with the treasurer, and they 
sent onthe amount. A recent letter from W. C. Gray states that he is planting the cane. 
It should be planted in the month of August or September. At the annual business meet- 
ing of the missionaries, held August 1,1901, action was taken approving of W. C. Gray 
using the hundred dollars already sent for setting out ten acres of cane and, request was 
made that an additional hundred dollars be sent to meet the expense of putting out an 
additional ten acres the coming year. Ina recent letter W. C. Gray writes: ‘‘If you allow 
me to retain any surplus that I can acquire from the proceeds of the farm, for a few years, 
and invest the same as it seems best, I think with the Lord’s blessing in a few years I shall 
~ be able to furnish money enough to more than meet all the ‘needs of Fairview Mission Sta- 
tion—all salaries, etc., and money besides. But I do not see how this can be done without 
some money to develop and enlarge the business.”’ 


AFRICA—ITEMBI AND EDWALENI 


These are our two new mission stations, which are located about forty miles southwest 
of Fairview. Itembi is located near Ebenezer, and I suppose in the end will take the place 
of Ebenezer. k 

Instead of purchasing twenty-three hundred acres of land at these points as the board 
made provision for them to do at our last meeting, they have purchased five hundred for 
the station at Itembi and three hundred for the Edwaleni station, at a cost of about $2.50 
per acre. It is expected that the hut rents from the natives who live on the land will nearly 
or quite pay for it. A mission house is now being erected at Itembi and we hope to have 
one built at Edwaleni (meaning on the rock) soon, The government requires those who 
buy government land to commence to build on the land within six months from the time 
of purchase, and to put buildings on valued at $1000. These must be completed within two 
years from the time of purchase. 

Two schools have been carried on the past year under Lucy A. Hartman’s supervision. 
Brother and Sister Agnew and Sister Hartman have been the principal laborers at these 
new places, but they have been assisted by the missionaries and native workers from Fair- 
view. Brother Agnew writes of the work, as follows: ‘‘At our native chapel at Umzim- 
kulwana we have had an average attendance of seventy-five natives, and at Ebenezer 
chapel an attendance of sixty. A kraal meeting has been held every Wednesday at Umfolosi, 
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a prayer-meeting every Thursday evening at Umzimkulwana, and a Friday morning prayer- — 
meeting at Ebenezer, weekly. Services have been held at the chief’s house, whose wife is 
one of the adherents, and we expect that she will soon be one of ourmembers. Theattend-  _ 
ance at the meetings has been fair, and the most of those who have been converted have 
remained firm, although subjected to severe temptations. Several of those who have 
attended Sister Hartman’s school have made good progress, and are now reading in the 
New Testament. Best of all they have begun to pray and serve the Lord.’ He says that 
they expect to drive the battle on at Itembi and Ebenezer the coming year as never before. 
The closing words of his letter are, ‘‘Hitherto hath the Lord helped us and thé prospects 
are bright ahead.’’ All of our missionaries who have been at these places write encourag- 4, 
ingly of the prospect. An ordained native preacher has been secured to help in the work. 
His name is Noumba Myaose. He is a brother of Masala Myaose, our teacher at Fair- 
view. Our missionaries speak very highly of him. A Macedonian cry comes to us foraman 
and wife for one of the new stations and a young lady to work with Lucy A. Hartman. 
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The recent letters from our missionaries in India say that abundant rains have fallen ne 
and there is prospect of a bountiful harvest. This will be a wonderful blessing. 

Our missionaries have taken about seventy more orphans the past year. There have 
been some losses by death and by relatives coming and taking them, so that we now have 
only ninety-two boysand eighty-two girls, one hundred and seventy in all. Relatives are et 
liable to come and claim some of these, and the prospect is that some of the weak ones will 
die. Ina second letter from Sister McMurry, she states that there are ten girls and twenty 
boys whose support is not provided for; however, I think that when the names of thosewho _ 
have recently pledged to support orphans arrive, there will be nearly enough pledges to 
support all of them. Some persons who are now supporting orphans, doubtless, will cease 
their support at the end of the year, and others will be needed to take their places. To 
meet the needs of these orphans on all lines—physical, intellectual and moral—means 
much. Our missionaries think that one of the most important, and perhaps the most im- — 
portant line of industrial work.to teach the children is agriculture. India is emphatically ; 
a farming country. Thisis the principal dependence of her vast millions. As we trust — 
that most, or all, of our orphans will become Christians and therefore will be considered 
outcasts by their own people, and this will put barriers in the way of their getting employ- 
ment and earning livelihoods, therefore it is very important that they be so instructed on _ 
industrial lines that they will be best prepared for self-support, and. to give something to _ 
the work of God. To meet the industrial needs of the five hundred thousand orphans, 
now in the hands of the missionaries of India, is a great problem. It is thought by many 
that one good way to do this is to buy or rent land and teach them how to cultivate tos & 
soil according to better methods than are generally practiced by the natives. a 

It is said that the prices of land are advancing fast, being about double what they : 
were during the famine, and it is desirable to secure some as soon as possible. V. G. Me-— 
Murry,thinks it will be better to buy than to lease. To buy will cost more at first but will. 

e cheaper in the end. He thinks that for so many orphans a thousand or more acres will 
be needed. He writes of one piece containing 1500 acres that can be had for $3000. The 
largest piece of government land to be had in any one place is 800 acres. He has made 
application through a prominent government official for aid from the government toward | 
securing the desired amount of land. The Alliance missionaries have recently bought a 
nice piece of land near Akola. I suppose it is for the use of their orphans. 

I think by this time that Mr. and Mrs. Clarke are at Yeotmal. Good reports come ‘to 
us from our missionaries whom we sent to India last January. Some extra services have si) 
been held at Yeotmal with encouraging results. A class has been organized, consisting of 
eight full members and forty-two probationers. I suppose that the probationers are th 
native workers and the orphan children. 

All of the missionaries seem to be full of courage and hope for the work. They send 
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_ very earnest and strong plea for a nurse to be sent to India, to help meet the physical 

_ needs of the orphans and of the missionaries. I think one should be sentas soon as possible- 
; : JAPAN—AWAJI 

A year ago our board made an appropriation for Japan. It was to be sent to Rev. H- 

Lindstrom of the Alliance Mission, and by him to be paid out to our native workers and 

for the work, under the genera] direction of your secretary. Your directions have been 


_ followed. Rev. Mr. Lindstrom returned to America last May and left the oversight of his, 


and of our, work with a Rev. Mr. Bergstrom of the Swedish Alliance Mission. Excellent 
reports have been given of our work in Japan by the above mentioned brethren and by our 
native worker, Kawabe. Kawabe writes of the conversion of two sake (Japanese wine) 
sellers,and of the conversion of another man who has been in prison seven times, They 
have met with much persecution, and he asks us to pray for them ‘‘that they may be 
established and bear much fruit, and become shining lights in the midst of darkness.’ He 
closes his letter with these words: ‘‘Finally. brethren. pray for us, that the word of the 
Lord may run and be glorified even as also it is with you.” 

Sasao has left our work recently, but has not left the church. He felt that there was a 
Macedonian ery from Tokyo for him to go there and helpa couple of holiness missionaries, 
who are training workers and who were in great need of help. So he went to teach in the 
Bible Training School for young men and women who are consecrated for gospel work. I _ 
judge that he has some special adaptation for that work and thought he could be more 
useful there than on the Island of Awaji. He delayed going for some time, and prayed and 

- hoped that a good man would be secured to take his place at Shizuki, but at length he felt 
so pressed in spirit that he left, his wife remaining to look after the work until someone 

could be secured. About the time of his departure, a Japanese brother, by the name of 
Takashima, decided to come and take his place. Brothers Bergstrom and Kawabe speak 

- very favorably of him and think that he has come in answer to prayer. Kawabe writes 
concerning Takashima as follows: ‘‘He had been laboring among the Baptists but got 
the experience of sanctification and many Baptist missionaries and native workers opposed 
him. He was the same faith with us.’’ They seem to recognize that Sasao is being led by 
the hand of the Lord in going to Tokyo. Ina letter which H. Lindstrom received from 
him he expressed his thankfulness for our prayers and for the temporal aid we have given 
him, and requests to have his membership remain with us. He hopes that we will under- 
stand the situation, and kindly allow him to go, and continue to love and pray for him. 

Brother Kawabe has held on faithfully and perseveringly in the work and seems to be 
very anxious to have us continue it. He feels drawn as he believes by the Lord to go and 
labor at Osaka, which is the principal manufacturing city of Japan, and is quite near the 
Island of Awaji. He would like to have us send them help and enlarge the work by com- 
mencing labors at Osaka, and have the work continued on the Island of Awaji by native 
helpers. He would expect to have services every night at Osaka, and in this way could 
preach the gospel to many more people, in the same length of time, than he could on the 
Island of Awaji. The work would be similar to our city mission work. Brother Lindstrom 
approves of this plan and thinks it would be wise for us to provide for its execution. 

If we should decide to give up the work in Japan, I think Kawabe would be willing to 
join the Alliance Mission. If there isa prospect of the needed funds and of acceptable 
candidates being secured, it is for you to decide in regard to the wisdom of continuing the 
work. : 

CUBA AND PORTO RICO 

At our last annual meeting the board took action approving of the secretary sending 
out Esther D, Clark and two other missionaries to Cuba and Porto Rico, if suitable per- 
sons could be secured. Because of a lack of funds, and preferring to leave the matter of 
accepting candidates with the board, the secretary has not sent any one to either of these 
islands. A man and his wife have offered themselves for the work, and the question of accept- 
ing them will come before you for your decision. I suppose that Esther D. Clark is anx- 
iously waiting to go. 


. 
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GENERAL MISSIONS 


Comparatively few of the recipients of appropriations from the General Mission Fund 
have sent reports of their work to the secretary. In one small conference where appropri- 
ations were made to the two district elders, the statistics of the conference show a net gain 
of over twenty-five per cent. ! 

I think there should be more careful discrimination exercised in making these appropri- 
ations, so that they will go to those societies that are the most needy, and where they will be 
most helpful in enlarging the work. Our people should be taught that conferences are not to 
expect that just as much will be appropriated within each conference as each one raises for 
this fund, but the amount appropriated will be according to the nature and importance of 
their needs. I suppose this fund was intended especially to help the workers in the West 
and South-west, during the formative stages of the work. If conferences are to have all 
the money returned to them that they pay into the general fund, then the general society 
might easily be dispensed with, and each conference have its own society and appropriate 


its funds. S

I think its special object is to enlarge our work—extend it to the regions beyond—by — 
assisting new churches and societies, and therefore the older parts of our work should not 3 
look for the same help from this fund.as those parts where the work is new and in a form- 
ative state. Asa rule, the prospect of receiving help from this fund should not. be used as ‘ 
a special incentive to get a society to commence a church building, rather, it should be 
used to inspire their courage after faithful and persevering efforts have been put forth. To 
use this as an incentive at first, tends to lessen the society’s sense of responsibility; and a 
puts a barrier in the way of its securing all of the help possible in the section where the 
church is built. For a society and congregation to do its best in raising funds is to lay 
the foundation for its future success. Let all beware of lessening the sense of responsibil- — 
ity and privilege of persons, in this matter, in the immediate locality where churches are 


to be built. 
THE SEORETARY’S PERSONAL REPORT 
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The Lord’s protecting and preserving care have been graciously manifested toward me 
during the past year, and his special help and blessing, within the pasttwo months, on body 
and soul have been an additional encouragement, and an increasing cause for thanksgiv- — 
ing. I have labored in fourteen conferences in the interests of our foreign missions, and 
in several in special evangelistic services; have attended seven annual conferences, pre- 
sided at one, and represented the publishing house at six; attended two camp- ‘meetings 
and traveled 11,801 miles.
